This report has been prepared for the information 
of the Bureau and interested offices in view of the receipt by 
this office of numerous protests from persons throughout the 
United States regarding the alleged anti -Negro and anti-Semitic 
attitudes of a local publication entitled "The American 
Nationalist" . Copies of this publication state it is published 
the tenth and twenty-fifth of every month by FRANK L. BRITTON. 
Editor, Post Office Box 301, Inglewood, California. 

This office has also received from various sources 
copies of literature announcing the inauguration of a new 
organization to be called The New Confederates. The inaugural 
meeting was held at the Embassy Auditorium, Ninth and Grand, 

Los Angeles, California, on Thursday evening, September 25, 

1952. The , literature stated the principal address would be 
given by FRANK L. BRITTON and that all inquiries should be 
addressed to FRANK L. ^RITTON, Box 15745 Crenshaw Station, Los 
Angeles 8, California. \ 

Persons receimng above literature also received 
literature exhorting them lb ^gpy Gentile, patronize only 
Christian merchants, boyeoJjra'tTew stores." This literature 
states that inquiries and'orebrs regarding this tract should 
be,|ddressed to FRANK L. BRITTON at the Crenshaw Station address. 

/ \ Additionally, these various sources have furnished 

yo tn^s office copies of two pamphlets authored by FRANK 
BRITTON . The pamphlet entitled "Hollywood Treason" states at 
the topVof page 6, "Because control of the movie industry is 
largely centered in Jewish hands, party liners have encountered 
little difficulty in injecting pro-communist propaganda into 
films". This pamphlet is, "Dedicated to the courageous GERALD 
L. K. SMITH, whom the communists hate and fear more than any 
man in America". The second pamphlet is entitled "Atom Treason". 
The following appears in the last paragraph on page 11: 
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In every case of espionage uncovered thus far 
the trail has led straight back to our closely guarded 
laboratories at Oak Ridge, Los Alamos, and Princeton, 
and in every single instance a highly placed Jew at 
one of these installations has been involved.” 

At the top of page 3 it is noted: 

"This work is respectfully dedicated to the 
* redoubtable company of men and women who have had the 
courage to make their stand for Chris tian-Nationalism. 

It is particularly dedicated to: The magnificent 

GERALD L. K.VfSMITH, founder and leader of the 
Christia.n-Nationalist Moveme nt." " ” 

At the bottom of page three following the quotation 
of prices, a sticker has been affixed stating "Address All 
Orders To — .Christian Nationalist Crusade, P. 0. Box D-4, St. 
Louis, Missouri." 

.. ' In regard to GERALD L. K. SMITH, it is pointed out 

that the California Legislature Senate Fact-Finding Committee 
on Un-American Activities, Chairman, Senator JACK B. TENNEY, 
(and usually referred to as the Tenney Committee) in its 1949 
report on page 550 states, "This committee has repeatedly 
exposed and condemned GERALD L. K. SMITH, .... and other 
vicious inciters of racial intolerance."

-organization was September 25* 1952. Following are the first 
two paragraphs from the literature announcing .this meeting: 

"A great new organization is being launched 
at Convention Hall (Embassy Hotel) on Thursday 
evening, September 25th, at 8:00 P.M. Every 
Christian-patriot is urged to attend. 

~ "This new patriotic organization - THE^EW . 

. - CONFEDERA TES. - is dedicated to the fight againsT" , 
‘Communism and to the preservation of the Constitu- 
tion. It is being organized on the premise that 
the white Christian population is losing its right- 
ful position of leadership in national affairs 
because of its failure to make common cause. Our 
aim is to provide the kind of leadership and organi- ■ 
zation around which leaderless, unorganized and 
disorganized, Christian patriots can rally." 


T-l, of known reliability, attended the inaugural 
meeting. He reported about 200 people were present. BRITTON 
gave the only speech and T-l stated the remarks were largely 
against Jews and Negroes. 

No subsequent meeting of this organization has - 
come to the attention of this office.

BRITTON claimed to be single, born in Texas in 1920. 
He also claimed service in the U. S. Army from 1941 to 1946. 

T-2 further reported that on November 14, 1952, the 
name American Nationalist, address 11146 Hawthorne Boulevard, 
Lennox, California, had been registered as a fictitious name. 

The Retail Merchants Credit Association (RMCA) 
reported on July 1, 1950, that PRANK LOLLAR BRITTON was 
single, age 29. He resided at 8481 Cedar, Hawthorne, California. 
Former addresses were 2823 Burlington, Dallas, Texas; 11111 
Acacia, Inglewood, California; and Sulphur Springs, state not 
given. He had been employed as a Field Underwriter by Monarch 
Life Insurance Company, 215 West Seventh, Los Angeles, California, 
since October 31, 1949, at a salary in excess of $300 per month. 

In this .report BRITTON shows Army service from December 10, 

1941, to September 24, 1945, and that he had been a student 
prior to that time. He claimed his mother as a dependent. His 
credit record was favorable. 


The California Intelligence Bureau, a private 
information gathering organization, reported that the Lennox 
Printers, Inglewood, California, FRANK L. BRITTON, owner, 
editor, and publisher, began publication of the "Centinela 
Outlook" in September, 1948. This was planned as a bi-monthly 
of magazine type format with a gratis mail circulation of 
3000, it does not appear that it continued publication'.

THE NEED FOR UNITY 
The Nationalist movement 
desperately needs a unified 
leadership.

“^Although J ewislr^propagandis ts- 
in this country may attempt to 
represent these emigrations as 
further evidence of Soviet. “anti- 
Semitism”, the fact remains that 
these Jews are actually receiving 
preferential treatment. Soviet 
Russia, in all its history, has never 
permitted Gentiles to emigrate 
from* So Viet -occupied 'territory 
under any pretense whatever. The 
very fact that several hundred 
thousand Zionist Jews have been 
permitted to emigrate to Israel 
thus far, and are still being per- 
mitted to emigrate, is prima facie 
evidence -rthat Jews continue to 
enjoy a very special status in the 
Communist world.

By Negro Rape Attacks 

FORT BRAGG— Another white 
woman has been raped by a, Npgro * 
soldier at the Fort Bragg Army 
Base as a direct result of the 
Truman-Eisenhower “integration” 
program. The .rapist, a .22 , year-old 
Negra paratrooper,, was sentenced 
to 15 years at hard labor after 
abducting two married white wo,- 
men, one of whom\ he , criminally 
attacked. The rape-attack occurred 
when the Negro soldier, who was 
on sentry duty at the base, halted 
the women’s car and forced them 
to drive to a deserted spot. After 
ordering both women to kiss him; 
he attacked one while forcing the 
other to witness the act. 

This was the second Negro rape- 
attack against white women at 
the Fort Bragg base during the 
month of October. The other 
attack (see American Nationalist, 
Nov. 25) involved- a Negro Army 
officer who raped the wife of a 
white corporal following an inter- 
racial drinking party. The Negro 
officer, who has been sentenced 
to 30 years at hard labor, admit- 
ted the rape-attack, but claimed 
the victim had “encouraged” his 
advances. The corporal’s wife, Mrs/ 
Christiana Schuster, testified that 
the Negro rapist “acted like a 
perfect gentleman” when they 
danced together at the officers 
club, but attacked her .four times 
once they were in the automobile 
together. . . 

Ironically, both incidents occur- 
red* at about the same -time that 
Eisenhower's assistant-secretaryof 
defense, John Hannah, was an-

other Southern states will prob- 
ably follow suit if the Supreme 
Court rules in favor of NAACP. 

Ironically, it will be the District 
of Columbia which will be affected 
most drastically if the Supreme 
Court outlaws segregated schools. 
This. -is -because- there* ^are-more 
Negroes enrolled in Washington, 
D.C. schools than there are whites. 
Few people realize that our na- 
tional capital has become virtually 
an African colony, with more Ne- 
groes residing there than whites. 

In the District’s schools, Negroes 
account for 57% of the enroll- 
ment, while white students repre- 
sent only 43% of the total. At the 
present time Washington’s schools 
are operated on a segregated* basis, 
but a Supreme Court decision in 
favor of the NAACP would inun- 
date' the entire school system 
with a black tide of dull minded, 
aggressive, jazz-crazy, over-sexed 
Negroes; Such is the prospect fac- 
ing the white residents of the 
nation’s capital today. . , 


IKE INTERVENES 
Joining with the NAACP in its 
three-day appearance before the 
Supreme Court was an assistant 
Attorney-General of the United 
States, J. L. Rankin, who appeared 
there on behalf of the Eisenhower 
administration to argue that seg- 
""‘feg’atfon “is unconstitutional' under 
the 14th Amendment. (The con- 
troversial 14th Amendment was 
adopted by the victorious North 
immediately following the Civil 
War, at which time the white 
population of the South was not 
permitted to vote). Rankin in- 
formed the Supreme Court that .. . 
“It is the position of the depart- 
ment of justice that segregation 
in the public schools cannot be 
maintained under the 14th Amend- 
ment”. . . 

This is not the first time the 
Eisenhower administration has 
dusted off a Civil War reconstruc- 
tion law to implement its race- 
mixing program. Earlier this year 
an obscure post-Civil War law

German 'Atrocity' Tale Proved Hoax 


Reader’s Digest Prints 
Anti-German Hate Libel 

SPECIAL — The November issue 
of READER’S DIGEST contains 
what is undoubtedly the most 
vicious piece of hate propaganda 
ever put into print. The article in 
question is a condensation of a 
book by Quentin Reynolds en- 
titled, „ “The^Man ^ho.

READER’S DIGEST represents 
"The Man Who Wouldn’t Talk” to 
its 17 million subscribers as a true 
story. Supposedly, it is a factual 
account of the adventures of 
George Dupre, a Canadian officer 
in the British Intelligence Service 
who served in the French under- 
ground during the war. The plot, 
as the title suggests, revolves 
around the heroic refusal of 
George Dupre to talk, even when 
subjected to the most fiendish 
tortures by the "Nazis”. . . 

THE GERMAN-HATER 
Quentin Reynolds, a profession- 
al German-hater, approaches his 
subject with obvious relish. George 
Dupre he pictures as an intensely 
religious man whose faith in God 
gives him the strength to with- 
stand* the-inhuman-abuse-'inflicted * 
upon him by his captors. Reynolds 
skillfully utilizes the religious 
theme throughout the story as a 
backdrop to the sadism with which 
the story is primarily concerned. 

NAZI ATROCITIES 
The following sequence, in 
which Quentin Reynolds describes 
the atrocities suffered by George 
Dupre at the hands of the “Nazis”, 
is typical of the venomous ,and 
hateful tone of the entire story. 
In this episode he tells of how 
the Germans clamped the victim's 
mouth open and poured boiling 
water down his throat: 

“The Nazi sergeant was in com- 
mand. He was a short, stocky 
man, with a flat nose and a mouth 
that was merely a tight line which 
looked as though it had never 
smiled . . . The sergeant said noth- 
ing at all, and George looked at 
him in some wonder.

The 
sergeant put the kettle back on 
the burner and George allowed 
his head to fall forward on his 
chest.” 

Quentin Reynolds then describes 
the sublime “faith” which enables 
Dupre to withstand this Nazi tor- 
ture: “You can't have much guts 
without God . . . Well, he had 
^aith all right; perhaps that's why

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he wasn't really afraid now. What 
was fear anyhow? he asked him- 
self. Fear was a lack of trust in 
God. Christ showed no fear when 
they nailed Him to the Cross. His 
faith iir His Father had* been so 
great that there was no room for 
fear in His heart”. 

Having relieved himself of this 
bit of sanctimonious drivel (sanc- 
timonious because the entire story 
has been exposed as a fabrication 
and a hoax) Reynolds continues 
his depraved description of an- 
other torture inflicted on his 
phony hero, George Dupre. This 
time he depicts the “Nazis” in the 
act of giving Dupre a sulphuric 
acid enema: 

ACID TREATMENT 

“The sergeant called out loudly. 
A pleasant-looking nurse with a 
smile on her face walked in, carry- 
ing a pair of shears and a heavy 
syringe — the type used to give 
horse enemas. Without a word 
she cut through the back of his 
trousers. Then the sergeant said: 
‘Let him have if . . . He felt a 
stream being directed at his legs. 
It stung terribly, but the pain 
wasn't great .enough to make him • 
cry out. The odor was familiar. 
It was a long time since he’d 
studied chemistry at Cambridge, 
but he recognized the smell of 
sulphuric acid . . . ‘Give him a 
real dose', said the sergeant to 
the nurse! George felt the nozzle 
of the syringe, and then the fiery 
liquid touched the most tender 
part of his flesh. He screamed in 
agony as the strong stream from 
the syringe penetrated his body. 
The agony spread through his 
whole abdominal cavity . . . The 
nurse had stopped now. He turned 
his head and saw her leave, a 
faint smile of satisfaction on .her 
face. . .” 

Thus did Quentin Reynolds tell 
the story of George Dupre, a 


British Intelligence Officer whom 
Reynolds claimed had been cap- 
tured by the Nazis in France and 
subjected to the tortures described 
above, and many others. The ac- 
count was, .as- /previously -men- 
tioned, published in book form as 
“The Man Who Wouldn’t Talk” 
by the Jewish-owned Random 
House, and it was reprinted as a 
true story in the November issue 
of READER’S DIGEST. 

It goes without saying that the 
story of George Dupre, the intrep- 
id Intelligence Officer who refused 
to talk even under torture, is an 
unusual one. Furthermore, the de- 
tailed account of the atrocities 
perpetrated against him consti- 
tute one of the most stinging in- 
dictments of Nazism, and of the 
German people, ever put into 
print. For sheer horror the story 
rivals the tales of Buchenwald 
and Dachau, where similar atroci- 
ties are said to have occurred. 

CHEAP HOAX 

Quentin Reynolds has struggled 
-mightily, and with great fervor, 
to convince his readers that the 
Nazis were indeed fiendish crim- 
inals— one cannot *read :his, story 
Without concluding that" his * pri- 
mary purpose was to create that 
impression. But unfortunately for 
Mr. Reynolds, his “factual” ac- 
count of “The Man Who Wouldn’t 
Talk” has been proven to be a 
fabrication and a hoax. Canadian 
newspapermen, noting glaring in- 
consistencies in the tale, discover- 
ed that George Dupre, although 
indeed a former member of the 
Canadian Air Force, had never 
been. <Yn France. Nor had he been 
captured by the Germans. 

OBSCENE IMAGINATION 

Quentin Reynold's vivid and de- 
tailed description of the obscene 
and complicated tortures inflicted 
by the “Nazis” were thus revealed 
to be nothing more than the 


product of a sick imagination; 
there being' some ( question as to 
just where Dupre’s imagination 
left off and Reynolds’ began. 

LITERARY PERVERT 
--In short r -tlie'-boiling'«water..epi— * 
sode, the sulphuric acid treatment, 
the bestial “Nazi” sergeant who 
. . . “received the same stimula- 
tion watching others suffer as 
normal men do making loye”;. all 
of this was part of the hoax-. The 
“Nazi” sergeant "never existed. 
Neither did the . German -nurse 
who administered the sulphuric 
acid with a . . . “faint smile of- 
satisfaction on her face” . . . They, 
and every other character and 
event in the story (with the ex- 
ception of "former spy”,. Dupre) 
exist only as propaganda inven- 
tions — the creation of Quentin 
Reynolds’ perverted pen. Such are 
the facts about “The Man Who 
Wouldn’t Talk”, which millions of 
Americans have read in the belief 
that it was a true and factual 
story. 

SIGNIFICANCE: It is consistent 
with the highest ideals of journalism 
for newspapermen to report honestly , 
to expose fearlessly and to take issue 
forthrightly. Such, a code *obligv£eo™ 
the journalist not only to report an 
atrocity , but to seek retribution (or 
at least censure) for those . responsible. 

But there is no lower crime known 
to journalism than the fabrication of 
a hate-libel based on manufactured 
evidence. Quentin Rey no l ds } who 
would instantly brand any criticism 
of Jewry (or of Israel) as “ hate 
mongering ”, is himself guilty of de- 
liberately inventin'g a viciously anti- 
German “ atrocity ” story.

Senator Tenney minced no words 
in getting to the heart of the 
Jewish problem.

Senator Tenney also gave his 
audience a description of the Jew- 
ish -structure of the Communist 
movement both here and in Soviet 
Russia, and caustically referred to 
the . . . “Moscow Democrats” and 
“Leningrad Liberals” who have 
shaped our government policy for 
the past 20 years.

Army. According to Hannah’s an- 
nouncement, the Army will have 
"*until- hex t JUrie' v tu '''ih legraTe'* the 
remainder of its Negro personnel 
into white units.

NEW YORK— A recent issue of TIME (Nov. 23rd) re- 
veals that 34,000 Jews have fled Israel since 1948, and that 
currently more Jews are leaving the country than are 
coming in. Reporting on an interview with a group of 
Jews who had illegally re-entered Germany after leaving 
Israel, TIME quoted one of them (“Berlin-born Arie Krae- 
mer”) as saying: “I am a German, and now I want to take 
up things where they were dropped in 1933. What do I have 
in common with those people there? I feel nothing for 
those Asiatic and African, Jews who swarm into Israel”. . . 

OTTAWA — A member of the Canadian Parliament, John 
H. Blackmore, is under heavy Jewish fire for having mailed 
out “anti-Semitic” literature under his franking privilege. 
When confronted with newsmen, Blackmore not only af- 
firmed that his secretary had mailed out literature con- 
taining advertising for John T. Flynn’s book, “While You 
Slept” and Col. John Beaty’s “Iron Curtain Over America”, 
but he also set Canadian newsmen on their heels with a 
question of his own. Asked the Honorable John H. Black- 
more: “If you tell the truth about Jews, are you anti- 
Semitic”? . . . 

SPECIAL— The December 10th issue of the Negro pub- 
lication, JET, “forecasts” that a new attempt will soon be 
made to colonize Negroes in Cicero, 111. A race riot occurred 
there in 1951 when Negro agitators unsuccessfully attempted 
to move a Negro family into the all-white community. In- 
cidentally, the tactic of moving a lone Negro family into a 
white neighborhood (technically known as “block-busting”) 
is used by the trouble-making National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People (NAACP) to soften up a 
white community preparatory to moving in large numbers 
of Negroes. The “block-busting” maneuver enables the 
NAACP and similar groups to pinpoint those who object 
most strenuously to the Negro invasion. If trouble breaks 
out later, these “ringleaders” are either arrested or coerced. 

PHILADELPHIA— Last month the Communist organ, 
PEOPLE’S WORLD, gleefully reprinted some of the re- 
marks made by its favorite Supreme Court Justice, Wm. 
O. Douglas, before a political convention in Philadelphia: 
“The people of Asia”, bleated Comrade Douglas, “look on 
capitalism as an instrument for the exploitation of the 
multitude for the benefit of a few . . .

WASHINGTON— The wife of Frederick Vanderbilt Field 
has “voluntarily” left the United States to avoid deporta- 
tion.

the FAMILIES of military per- 
sonnel. Under an Eisenhow.er 
directive, the children of white 
servicemen on military reserva- 
tions must attend interracial 
schools riot later than- 1955.

WASHINGTON— About six 
weeks ago, on June 18th, the Asso- 
ciated Press (AP) carried one ^of 
the most dramatic stoii&S to com£e 
out of Washington in a long tiitie. 

It told of a face-to-face meeting 
between Senator McCarthy and a 
Communist “goon” who had been 
assigned to assassinate him. 

The dramatic meeting .occurred

Russia Still Ruled By 
Molotov- Kaganovich & Co. 

SPECIAL — The sudden and un- 
expected arrest of Lavrenti P. 

Beria in Moscow last month set 
loose a veritable flood of specula- 
tion regarding the true identity 
of Russia's real rulers. What 
made the situation ail the more 
confusing for many was the fact 
that Beria, head of Russia's 
dread secret police, has been wide- 
ly — though erroneously — regard- 
ed as a member of the “trium- 
virate” which rules Soviet Rus- 
sia.

To readers of the AMERICAN 
NATIONALIST, however, the ar- 
rest of Beria — although coming 
as a surprise — in no way indicated 
a drastic change in the Russian 
leadership. In our March 10th 
issue we pointed out that a five-

man “Presidium of the Council 
of Ministers,” with Malenkov as 
chairman, had taken over the 
leadership of Russia at Stalin’s 
death-.. The four -^deputy chairmen 
were: Molotov, Kaganovich, Bul- 
ganin, and Beria. 

“These,” we wrote in our 
March 10th issue, “are the ‘Big 
Five’ of the Communist hier- 
archy. They probably do not wield 
equal power. The two senior 
members of the group, Molotov 
and Kaganovich, are ‘Old Bol- 
sheviks’ who were closely asso- 
ciated with Stalin before the Rev- 
olution. Kaganovich (a Jew) is 
also a brother-in-law of Stalin, 
while Molotov (married to a Jew- 
ess) served with Stalin as a co- 
editor of Pravda previous to 1917. 
Significantly, Malenkov is the 
youngest .of the ‘Big Five’, while 
Beria is but a year older. Both 
were in their teens at the time 
of the Revolution, and are re- 
garded as members of the ‘New 
Generation.’ Bulganin- joined the 
party 'im 1917 . . .” 

-We : then summarized our 
March 10th article on the “Big 
Five”" as -follows:- “M&lbtov and 
Kaganovich, as the only ‘Old 
Bolsheviks’ on the Presidium, and 
because of their close association 
with Stalin, are undoubtedly the 
two most powerful men in Soviet 
Russia; a third or fourth member 
of the Presidium may or may not 
share their authority. In either 
case, Malenkov looks more like a 
puppet than a Dictator . . 

Today the “Big Five” has been 
•reduced to the “Big Four.” Aside 
from that, there is little to be 
added to our analysis of March 
10th. In other words, the trium- 
virate which rules Russia today 
still appears to be composed of 
“Old Bolsheviks” Molotov and 
Kaganovich, and the stooge, 
Malenkov. 

Only one other thing need be 
mentioned. This has to do with 
the selection of Malenkov as the 
junior memb.er of the triumvirate. 
TIME magazine, shortly after 
the death of .Stalin,, revealed that 
Malenkov had originally Ire e n' 
brought to Stalin’s attention by 
Kaganovich. Only last month 
Drew Pearson, in a different ver- 
sion, claimed that Malenkov . . . 
“was recommended to Old Joe by 
Molotov and Kaganovich” . . . 
These, facts, in conjunction with 
a good many others, would seem 
to bear out the assumption that 
Malenkov is the creature of Molo- 
tov and Kaganovich . . . 

As for Beria’s recent fall from 
grace, we need only point out that 
hi§ fate, is in no way different 
from that of his predecessors. No 
head of the Soviet secret police 
has ever died a natural death. 
None ever rose to become a dic- 
tator, either.

The bitter irony of the situa- 
tion lies in the fact that this diversion- 
ary attack was put into motion by norie 
other than Ike Eisenhower himself. 
Eisenhower has in effect spearheaded 
a left-wing attack against one of the 
most respected members of his own 
party , 

To many, the question of "McCar- 
thyism” no longer involves Joe Mc- 
Carthy so much as it does Eisenhower. 
The real question, as many see it, is 
whether or not Ike Eisenhower owes 
his first allegiance to the Republican 
party, or to the Americans for Demo- 
cratic Action ...

Reports from there (see American 
Nationalist,. Feb. 25) indicate that 
two million Chinese peasants have 
already been settled on farms and 
in communities previously occu- 
pied by Germans. The situation 
has become so grave that last 
February Chancellor Konrad Ade- 
nauer broadcast a personal plea 
to the East-Germans to stay put 
unless faced with immediate peril. 
Said Adenauer: “ . . . I must ex- 
plain that when hundreds of 
thousands flee, hundreds of thous- 
ands of others take their places, 
and they may be Russians or Asi- 
atics. Every German who remains 
defends a piece of Germany, and 
a piece of the Western World.” 

This policy of deliberately de- 
pleting Germany’s male popula- 
tion, while at the same time set- 
tling entire colonies of Asiatics on 
German soil, is of course calcu- 
lated to eventually bring about 
the extermination of the Germans 
as a nation and as a people. 

The progress is relatively slow, 
however, and the present condi- 
tion of revolt calls for more im- 
mediate and extreme measures. 
The puppet German leaders have 
shown their inability, and even 
their unwillingness, to cope with 
the situation. This undoubtedly 
explains the Soviet’s decision to 
install “Red Hilde” as Minister 
of Justice. Her task is to destroy 
every vestige of resistance to the 
Communist occupation. This will 
undoubtedly call for the imme- 
diate extermination of the Ger- 
man upper classes, particularly 
the army officers, the clergy, the 
land and factory owners, and 
others of similar station. That 
has been the pattern in Lithu- 
ania, in Latvia, and in Russia 
itself, and there is no reason to 
believe Germany will fare better. 

It is only natural, therefore, 
that the Jewish masters of the 
Kremlin would entrust another 
Jew with this bloody task. After 
all, who is better qualified for 
the job than “Red Hilde” Ben- 
jamin? . . .

TEL-AVIV — Israel has recently concluded another trade 
agreement with Soviet Russia calling for the delivery of 
approximately 30,000,000 gallons of Russian crude oil. In 
addition, Israel has already agreed to purchase 45,000,000 
gallons of Soviet fuel oil, on which delivery is already in 
process. Concurrently the Jewish Telegraph Agency (JTA) 
reports that Communist Poland has signed a one-year trade 
agreement with Israel calling for the delivery of $250,000 
worth of Communist-produced goods this year. 

SAN FRANCISCO — Telford Taylor, one of the top U.S. 
prosecutors at the infamous Nuremberg “war crimes” trials,, 
has again been retained ‘as counsel by the west-coast Com- 
munist labor leader, Harry Bridges. Taylor, who recently 
made the news with a. vicious anti-McCarthy tirade in a 
speech at the West Point academy, had previously argued 
Bridges' case before the Supreme Court in a successful 
move to block the government's attempt to deport Bridges 
to his native Australia.

make a personal investigation of 
each applicant for naturalization 
in the neighborhood in which he 
resides. The committee objected 
to this requirement because of the 
possibility that “anti-Semites” 
might give prejudicial information 
about the applicant. 

Another of the committee’s ob- 
jections to the McCarran Act is 
cited by Milton Friedman in his 
syndicated column in the Cali- 
fornia Jewish Voice. Wailed Fried- 
man: “Another provision of the 
Act has emerged as a potential 
danger to Jewish refugees and 
others admitted as victims of 
Nazi persecution. Those refugees 
who have suffered mental break- 
downs and become public charges 
in the last five years must be 
deported unless they can establish 
that their mental illness was not., 
the result of a condition which 
existed prior to entry. Many Jews 
tortured by the Nazis in concen- 
tration camps subsequently enter- 
ed the United States and, as a 



result of their harrowing exper- 
iences, required treatment in our 
mental hospitals. These unfortun- 
ates would be deported although 
the act provides for the admission 
to the U.S. of the Nazis who tor- 
tured them.” ¥ 

SIGNIFICANCE : Ever since the 
Roosevelt administration came to 
power in 1933 , Jewish immigrants

vast numbers. In 1939 , for example, 
52.35% of ALL immigrants admitted 
were Jews .

Last year RCA Victor published a booklet entitled

musician received a two-page write-up, complete with 
photograph. Of the thirty-six musicians featured jay RCA 
Victor, seventeen are Jews,- and only. eight are white gentile

this country as a Russia n-dewish alien, instead of showing 
his appreciation for the country which made him a .million- 
aire many times over, he has* used his position to promote 
the careers of other Jews in preference to gentile American 
musical artists. ? 


It goes almost without saying 
that whoever controls American 
culture also controls, in the last 
analysis, the thoughts and habits 
of the American people. Certainly 
no medium of cultural expression 
is' better able to influence the 
public mind, and especially the 
mind* of American youth, than 
that of music. Unfortunately, a 
substantial portion of the Amer- 
ieah^m f Usieal^ih^ 
into alien, anti-Christian hands. 

In recent years American music 
has to an increasing degree fallen 
under Jewish domination, not be- 
cause of any particular Jewish 
talent for music, but because Jew- 
ish business men have been able 
to seize control of the chief com- 
mercial outlets for music. 

The recording companies are a 
case in point. It is a well known 
fact that the major recording com- 
panies can either make or break 
musical artists almost at will. If 
a major recording company de- 
cides to push the recordings of a 
given musical artist, he is almost 
certainly a candidate for fame and 
fortune. On the other hand if the 
recording companies choose t o 
ignore a musician, he remains in 
comparative obscurity and poverty 
regardless of his talents. These 
facts are well known throughout 
the musical world and the ambi- 
tion of every aspiring musician is 
tcr-attract"the* favorable-notice- of- 
the recording companies. 

It is a shameful fact that the 
Jewish owners of America's re- 
cording industry have used their 
position in the musical world to 
virtually freeze out gentile Amer- 
ican musicians. If this is difficult 
to believe, consider the case of 
the Jew-owned RGA Victor Re- 
cording Company. RCA Victor is 
a subsidiary of the giant Radio 
Corporation of America, whose 
head is the Russian Jew, David 
Sarnoff. The giant Radio Corpora- 
tion of Americ.a, in addition to its 
RCA Victor holdings, also owns 
the National Broadcasting Com- 
pany (NBC), and through its 
manuacturing and licensing fa- 
cilities controls a substantial por- 
tion of America's radio-TV 'manu- 
facturing field. Furthermore, 
RCA's David Sarnoff was until a 
short time ago the president of 
the Metropolitan Opera Associa- 
tion. Beyond a doubt the Jew- 
.owJued*Ra di OwConporatiomof. Amerdf 
ica exerts a commanding influ- 
ence on the American musical 
world. 

What proof is there to substan- 
tuate the claim that RCA Victor 
discriminates against gentile- 
Americans in favor of Jewish 
musicians? First off, let us take 
a fancy* 76 page booklet published 
last year by RCA Victor entitled : 
WORDS AND MUSIC. The title 
page of this booklet reads: “The 
World's Greatest Artists are on 
RCA Victor Records”. 

Listed in the preface are the 
names of the famous musical 
artists for whom RCA Victor 
records. The most outstanding of 
these, thirty-six in all, receive a' 


full page picture, opposite of 
which is another full page of com- 
mentary by a well known musical 
critic. Altogether, 72 pages are 
devoted to these 36 musical 
artists. 

Now let us examine RCA's 
selection of what it calls “The 
world's greatest artists”. Of these 
thirty-six famous musicians rating 
a two page spread in the cata- 
logue, SEVENTEEN are known 
to be Jews. One is a Negress, ten 
are European, and only eight can 
pass as white gentile Americans. 
Note the ratio : eight gentile 
Americans, seventeen Jews — that 
is the proportion in RCA's cata- 
logue. 

Now it should be obvious to 
even the most casual observer 
that something’ is radically wrong 
with this picture. The last census 
estimate placed the white gentile 
population of the United States 
at about 130 millions, and the 
Jewish population (from official 
Jewish sources) at about six mil- 
lion, with Negroes accounting for 
the remainder of our population. 
It is absolutely unreasonable that 
the Jews, who constitute a tiny 
minority of our numbers, should 
dominate American music to the 
extent indicated by the RCA Vic- 
tor book. Yet that is the picture 
which emerges. 

RCA's booklet, WORDS AND 
MUSIC, also lists a large number 
of musical artists by musical cate- 
gories, such as conductors, pian- 


ists, violin soloists, etc. For ex- 
ample, twenty-three conductors 
are listed. Of these twenty-three, 
THIRTEEN are known to be Jews, 


The thirteen Jewish conductors lifted by 
RCA Victor are: Leonard Bernstein, Arthur 
Fielder, Vladimir Golschmann, Serge Kous- 
sevitiky (des.), Erich Leinsdorf, Pierre Mon- 
teux, Eugene Ormandy, Artur Rodzinski, 
Sigmund Romberg, Fabien Sevitzky, Wm. 
Steinberg, Igor Stravinsky, Frieder Weiss- 
mann. (Also listed is Arturo Toscanini, 
supposedly an Italian, but whose daughter 
is married to the Jew, Yladimir Horowitz.) 


and only one is clearly a white 
gentile American. The remainder 
are European. Note the ratio 
again : one gentile American, 
thirteen Jews. These facts indi- 
cate that the Jew-owned RCA 
Victor Company without question 
discriminates against Christian 
musicians in favor of Jews.- 

To clinch the argument; take 
two other examples from RCA's 
booklet. A total of nineteen Pian- 
ists and Harpsichordists are listed, 
at least 12 of whom are Jewish. 
None, so far as can be determined, 
are gentile Americans. In this in- 
stance the ratio is twelve to noth- 
ing in favor of Jewish musicians 
over Americans. 

In the case of violin soloists, 
RCA lists five famous recording 
artists. Of these five highly paid 
violinists, whose incomes all ex- 


, The ONLY violin soloists listed In the 
RCA booklet are: Mischa Elman, Jascha 
Heifetz, Fritz Kreisler, Yehudi Menuhin, 
Nathan Miistein. All are foreign-born Jeyrs. 
(Kreisler, however, is a converted Jew, 
having adopted the Catholic faith.) 


ceed $100,000.00 annually, not a 
single one is a Christian American. 
Every last one is a" foreign-born 
Jew. 

How to account for these lop- 
sided ratios? Are Christian Amer- 
icans completely lacking in musi- 
cal talent? On the other hand, is 
the Jewish race so endowed -with 
musical talent that gentiles can- 
not compete with them? The an- 
swer is, of course, that success in 
the musical world is not contin- 
gent so much on talent (although 
some is required)’ as on opportun- 
ity. In the parlance of the musical 
and acting professions this is 
known as “getting the breaks”. 

Today there are many, many 
famous actors and“ musical artists 
who existed in absolute poverty 
an d c blivicn--until'Hth<;i^-got-'t-h 1 c-ir 
“break”. Similarly, there are vast 
numbers of talented musical art- 
ists and actors who are today 
obscure, and who in all probabil- 
ity will remain so, for the lack 
of opportunity. 

Every musician knows it is those 
who get the “break” who go to the 
top; talent, is necessary, yes,- but 
secondary. And so long as Jewish 
merchants control our musical 
markets, then so long will. Jew 
musicians continue to get the 
“breaks”. That is why the major- 
ity of the Jew-owned RCA Victor's 
musical recording artists are Jew- 
ish, and that is why Jews domin- 
ate American music, today.

NEW YORK— The Brooklyn Jewish Examiner reports 
that Jewish immigrants are still migrating from Iron 
Curtain countries to Israel despite the current Zionists 
Communist squabble. Under a Sofia dateline the Examiner 
said: “In spite of the anti-Zionist trials in Czechoslovakia 
and rumors of further trials in Rumania and Poland, the 
Israeli consul here reports that Bulgarian authorities are 
ready to permit Jewish immigration to Israel ... A dis- 
patch from Moscow in the New York Times reported that 
the Soviet newspaper Pravda angrily denied that anti- 
Zionism is equivalent to anti-Semitism or that Soviet Jews 
are under attack. It stated that Russian Synogogues are 
operating unmolested and that there are still many Jews 
holding prominent positions in Soviet public affairs.” 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Negroes are quietly moving into 
clerical and professional positions in Washington's munici- 
pal government for the first time in history. The new 
policy of taking Negroes into previously all white govern- 
mental offices has been initiated -by the District's personnel 
officer, Henry F. Hubbard, who has announced a policy of 
accepting employees “regardless of race or color”. 

BALTIMORE — A grand jury in Richmond, Virginia has 
indicted Jerome M. Greenberg, former government physi- 
cist, for perjury after Greenberg, a Communist, had denied 
under oath that he had any Communist affiliations. He 
was arrested in Baltimore by agents of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. 

WASHINGTON — The Department of Justice has ordered 
all aliens now residing in the U.S. to notify the government 
of their present address before the end of January. The 
registration requirement is contained in the McCarran- 
Walters Act, which went into effect December 24th. 

LOS ANGELES — The National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People (NAACP) will make an all-out 
-attempt to push an FEPC measure through the California 
legislature in 1953. A state-wide conference will be held in 
San Francisco in February to map out the campaign. Al- 
ready scheduled is a two day “Civil Rights Mobilization” to 
be held in Sacramento March 22-23. 

SAN FRANCISCO — Three of the four Negro youths ac- 
cused of kidnapping arid raping a 16 year-old socially 
prominent Oakland school girl have been apprehended by 
Oakland police, and the fourth is being held by police 
authorities in Arkansas, where he fled after the attack. As 
in many such cases, the victim's family has preferred to 
have the rape charges dropped rather than have the girl 
undergo the ordeal of slander and abuse which invariably 
accompany such trials in the more “enlightened” states. 
The four Negroes have been charged with one count of 
kidnapping and two counts of robbery. Bail has been set 
at $35,000.00.

current “tolerance” campaign be- 
ing waged by American Jewry? 

To begin with, the present cam- 
paign might be compared to the 
pre-war agitation for international' 
disarmament, which also appealed 
strongly to people with high moral 
convictions. The ideal of interna- 
tional disarmament is also a fine 
one, and few will oppose it on 
principle alone. 

It should be kept in mind, how- 
ever, that no scheme for universal 
disarmament will work unless 
rr “is-w ill i ng~ to ■ dis- 
arm. It is sheer criminal folly for 
any single nation to disarm while 
other nations are actually in the 
process of rearming. 

This brings us to the question 
of racial "tolerance” as it is being 
preaclied today. Because racial 
tolerance, like disarmament, is 
something which EVERYBODY 
must practice if it is to work at 
all. And as with disarmament, it 
is futile for one group to attempt 
it while others follow the opposite 
course. 

Today, Americans are being sys- 
tematically taught to discard the 
concept of race and nationalism 
altogether. Through the medium 
of “tolerance”. propaganda they 
are being taught that the concept 
of race is not only "unscientific”, 
but actually un-American. They 
arg taught to dispise patriotism as 
a form of narrow nationalism. 
They are taught to respect .the 
internationalist viewpoint, and to 
abhor “isolationism”. They^are 
taugiilTTb 'be liberal . . . ' tolerant 
. . . uncritical of other races, re- 
ligions, and peoples . . . 

Now all this would be well and 
fine,, except for one thing. While 
Arhericans are being taught to 
dis'eard their pride and awareness 
of race, nationality, and religion, 
Jews are adhering to a different 
philosophy. Today American Jewry 
is infected with the most rabid 
type of nationalism imaginable. 
While we teach our children to 
discard the concept of race, they 
instill their own offspring with 
the most extreme form of racism 
known: long before the Christian 
child is aware of such things, the 
Jewish child is taught that he is 
of the “chosen race”, and that his 
neighbors and countrymen are his 
persecutors. Jewish children are 
taught racism from the very cradle.. 

Since the establishment of the ' 
state of Israel, American Jewry 
has combined the quality of ex- 
treme racism with that of rabid 
natio nalism.. Throughout America 
The flag of Israei is prominently 
displayed in Jewish parochial 
schools, and Jewish children cus- 
tomarily sing the HATIKVAH, Is- 
rael's national anthem, at the be- 
ginning of their lessons. Today 
this combination of theology, na- 
tiojriism, and racism binds Ameri-

can Jewry into a fanatical minor- 
ity which is intent not only on 
preserving its, own identity, but in 
destroying ours.

Favor McCarthy; Jews Oppose Him 

SPECIAL — Nationalist writers and editors have long maintained 
that much of the hysterical opposition to. Senator McCarthy — both here 
and abroad — is generated by organized , Jewry. The Nationalist view- 
point has also been that the Christian population favors McCarthy by 
a substantial majority, whereas organized Jewry is almost unanimously 
antagonistic to everything he stands for. 

Last month this premise was verified beautifully when the Gallup 
Poll released the results of its latest public- opinion poll on McCarthy. 
The poll showed that of the 80 million Americans with an opinion on 
the subject*, approximately 50 million favor McCarthy. The poll also 
revealed the astounding fact that 83%. of the Jews in the opinion group 
were OPPOSED to McCarthy. 

Among those with an opinion, Catholics -showed the greatest prefer- 
ence for McCarthy, with 72% expressing a favorable reaction. Protes- 
tants were a close second, with 64% favoring McCarthy. But in sharp 
contrast to the Christian majority, only 17% of the Jews approved the 
Wisconsin Senator. 

The poll pointed up another interesting fact calculated to create a 
new wave of hysteria among the McCarthy haters. It showed that the 
•Twenty-one percent of the total adujt population held "no opinion", however.

SPECIAL — It isn't too widely know;n outside of Jewish, circles, but 
a recent population survey published by the U.S. Department of Com- 
merce* reveals that Communist Russia has permitted more than 300,000 
Zionist Jews to emigrate to Israel since 1948. The bulk of this immigra- 
tion (298,000) occurred between May of 1948 and September of 1951. 

A breakdown of Israel’s immigration statistics shows that practi- 
cally all the Iron Curtain immigrants came from the Commuhist satel- 
lite nations, with only about 8,000 coming from Russia proper. Commu- 
nist Roumania, which during the 1948-51 period was under the dictator- 
ship of the Jewess, Anna Pauker, supplied the largest number of Zionist

SPECIAL — Our Gentile press is still afraid to mention 
it, but 80% of those suspended in the recent Fort Mon- 
mouth spy investigations were Jewish. This was revealed 
in the February issue of JEWISH LIFE, which reports that 
40 of the 50 suspended scientists were Jews.

TEL AVrV— TJie. Jewish; Telegraph Agency (JTA) re- 
ported early this* month that a group of 69 Jewish emi- 
grants sailed from the Israeli port of Haifa bound for 
Communist Roumania. Two thousand more Jews, according 
to the JTA dispatch, are likewise planning to return to 
their former homeland, and the Roumanian legation in Tel 
Aviv has announced plans to repatriate 200 Israeli returnees 
monthly. The Communist government of Roumania is, of 
course, controlled- entirely by Jews, which undoubtedly ex- 
plains why Jews are allowed to enter and leave the country 
at will. It should be noted that Gentiles are never allowed 
to leave the Iron Curtain countries, and there are few 
recorded instances of any who voluntarily returned to Com- 
munist rule once they had escaped. The fact that thousands 
of Israeli's Jews are returning to Communist Roumania 
strongly suggests they enjoy a unique status there. . . 

DETROIT — The following excerpt, which appeared in 
the DETROIT TIMES on Feb. Ilth, requires little explana- 
tion. Entitled, “Red Meeting Hall Sold For Church”, the 
article reads in part as follows: “Detroit Communists have 
lost their favorite meeting place — the three-story, red brick 
building at 2705 Joy where for years they have played hide- 
and-seek with various police agencies. The building has 
been sold by the Jewish Cultural Association for $65,000 
to the A. C. Williams Memorial Missionary Baptist Church 
whose pastors intend to keep Communists out ... In recent 
years the hall has been the scene of every important meet- 
ing of the party, rallies sponsored by the Civil Bights Con- 
gress, which has been branded subversive by the attorney 
general, and a host of other Red front groups.” (NOTE: 
This is not the first time, a Jewish Cultural Center has 
served as a Communist meeting place. Last July 22nd a 
raid on the Jewish Cultural Center in Pittsburgh, Pa. re- 
vealed the Center to be the Communist training center for 
western Pennsylvania. . .) 

NEW YORK — According to a Reuters dispatch which 
appeared last November 22rid in the NEW YORK TIMES, 
some 500,000 Jews now reside in Moscow, the capital city 
of Communism. This means that next to New York City, 
Moscow harbors more Jews than any other city in the 
world. It also means that the Jewish population of Moscow 
has increased fantastically since the Bolshevik Revolution 
of 1917, at which time probably fewer than 20,000 Jews 
lived there. Incidentally* the Jewish population of Soviet 
Russia is greater than that of Israel.

'-piece of Yugoslav Communism to- 
day. Most of the years between 
World Wars I and II he spent in 
jail, continuing there to plot, teach 
and organize (Tito was one of his 
pupils). Mosa Pijade was on Tito's 
military staff in the struggle 
against Hitler, was elected a Polite 
buro member last year, and is 
considered to be 'Yugoslav Com- 
munism's finest orator”. 

TIME failed to mention the 
racial identity of Pijade, and there 
are those who will accuse us of 
one-track ^ thinking because we in- 
Hgin g-’ i t out. And ad- 
mittedly, the racial identity of 
Mosa Pijade would not be es- 
pecially significant if taken as an 
isolated case. But when considered 
in proper perspective, with due 
emphasis being given to the his- 
torical background of the Com- 
munist movement, the racial iden- 
tity of Pijade and the others who 
comprise the Communist leader- 
ship becomes extremely signifi- 
cant. 

To illustrate this, let us survey 
the total picture of Communism 
in Europe immediately preceding 
1920 — which was the year Mosa 
Pijade founded the Yugoslav Com- 
munist Party organ, BORBA. 

RUSSIA 

In October of 1917, only three 
years before the establishment of 
BORBA, the Bolshevik Revolution 
occurred in Russia.- With the ex- 
ception of Lenin (who was mar- 
ried to the Jewess, Krupsakaya) 
all the important figures in the 
-October revolution were Jewish — 
Zinoviev, Kamenev, Trotsky and 
Sverdlov being the most important. 

THIRD INTERNATIONAL 

In 1919, following the termina- 
tion of World War I, the Jewish- 
led Soviet regime created the 
Third International for the avowed 
purpose of promoting Communist 
revolts throughout the world. To 
head the Third International they 
chose the Jew, Zinoviev (who 
served as its president until 1926). 
A virtual rash of Jewish-led Com- 
munist revolutions occurred be- 
fore the year was out. 

GERMANY 

In January of 1919 the Jewess, 
Rosa Luxemberg launched an abor- 
tive Communist revolution in Ger- 
many with her “Spartacus Bund”. 
After bloody street fighting the 
revolt was put down and Rosa 
Luxemberg was executed for the 
attempt. 

1 HUNGARY 

. In .the, sarne-^ear.- (1919) anothe r 
Jew by / 1 lie* name of Bela Kun 
established a Communist news- 
paper— VORUS UJSAY— in neigh- 
boring Hungary. With the aid of 
the Third .International, and of 
Hungary’s large resident Jewish 
population, he 'was able to engi- 
neer a Communist .revolt; within 
the year he had become the abso- 
lute dictator of the country. Later, 
when his fiendish regime was over- 
thrown, he fled to Russia in com- 
pany with his Jewish henchmen, 


Matyas Rakosi, Erno Gero and 
others. This is important to re-' 
member because, when the Soviet 
government “liberated” Hungary 
in 1945, this same Matyas Rakosi' 
returned, .to., become, Jjictatoiv ^ 
Communist Hungary —la position 
he holds today. 

BAVARIA 

The year 1919 also witnessed 
another Jewish-led revolution, this* 
time in Bavaria. There, two Jews 
by the name of Max Lewien arid" 
Eugene Levine set up the so-called' 
“Bavarian Soviet Republic” which^ 
like Bela Kun’s regime, endured 
only for a brief time. 

YUGOSLAVIA 

And in 1920, as we have previ- 


ously related, /Mosa Pijade estab- 
lished the Communist newspaper, 
BORBA, in Yugoslavia and began 
tutoring the future leaders of the 
revolution. In the course of time 
Jri e w s pa per became^ the official 

'Communist'' organ' "of Yugoslavia, 
his student (Tito) became dictator, 
and he himself became president 
of the Parliament and the “grand 
old man” of the Party. 

Thus, the pattern emerges. In 
Russia, in Germany, in Hungary, 
iri Bavaria, in Yugoslavia — where- 
ever Communist revolutions oc- 
curred — there you find Jews in 
control. That was true in 1917-20; 
it is no less true today.

SIGNIFICANCE: It is adequately 
clear from the above statistics that 
organized Jewry is badly out of step 
with the Chris ian majority on the 
question of “ MbCarthyism .”

blacks alone, they are going to 
touch off another war, and you can 
bet your life cotton won't have any- 
thing to do with it.” (This judge 
also joined the NAAWP) 

The' Attorney General of one 
Southern State sent out Question- 
naires to all of the sheriffs, asking 
if they will be able to handle the 
situation when the riots break out 
thi$ school term. It didn't say, if 
the riots break out. One sheriff 
wrote back and said, “How do you 
ex pect me to handle a riot when I 
have children of my own and I will 
spill my own blood from one end of 
this state to the other before they 
will attend mixed schools?" An- 
other sheriff wrote only two words 
on his. “Hell no." 

The people of the south believe 
mixing the races is a social custom, 
and does not believe the U.S. Su- 
preme has the authority to legislate 
the habits of people. They be- 
lieve the Southern Negro is happy 
due to the fact 70% of them live in 
the 17 southern states. They also 
believe the Southern Negro is being 
done a grave injustice* by left-wing 
northern negro agitators which en- 
deavor to stir him up and Incite 
him to yell when he isn't hurl. ' 


CAREER MEN LEAVING 
INTEGRATED ARMED FORCES 

Recently the President signed 
a bill which went into effect* 
immediately, raising the re-enlist- 
ment bonus for service men. The 
President said this was necessary 
to halt the high rate of seasoned 
service men which are leaving the 
armed forces upon expiration of 
their enlistment. 

What the President did not 
state was the reason these men 
are leaving the service of their 
country after putting more than 
10, 12, or 14 years toward a 20 
year retirement. These men are 
fed up with the integrated armed 
forces and here are some of the 
reasons: 

They have to live in barracks 
with negroes that steadily keep 
up a stream of language that even 
a white sailor, soldier, or Marine 
would never think of using. 

They have to share the showers 
and toilets with negroes that 
brings in veneral diseases which 
he never reports to the medics. 
The average negro service man 
will not voluntarily ask for medi- 
cal treatment of these diseases.

too much if they fail to discrim- 
inate between a black “king” and 
a white queen for their school 
anniversary, nor, for that mattter, 
if they fail to discriminate be- 
tween a white or black marriage 
partner. . . 

SEGREGATION CASE 
Ironically, the episode at Los 
Angeles City College occurred on 
the eve of the Supreme Court's 
decision outlawing segregated 
schools. And fittingly enough, the 
Court's a n t i -segregation decision 
was read by chief-justice Earl 
Warren, former governor of Cali- 
fornia and a life-long advocate of 
race-mixing. Warren's new mis- 
sion, it would seem, is to extend 
California's race-mixing program 
to all the 48 states. . . 

Although several states, includ- 
ing California, have long main- 
tained interracial schools, 21 states 
and the District of Columbia have 
continued to segregate Negroes 
sand whites. It is on these states 
that the real impact of the Court's 
radical decision will fall, because 
they contain a substantial major- 
ity of the nation’s entire Negro 
population. The population of 
Mississippi, for example, is about 
half white and half Negro. In the 
District of Columbia, which Eisen- 
hower has fatuously designated as 
" a “pilot model” for the vrtrioivi 
states to emulate, 57% of the stu- 
dents enrolled in public schools 
are Negro while only 43% are 
white. 

ULTIMATE EFFECT 
The ultimate effect of the Su- 
preme court’s ruling against seg- 
regated schools will not, however, 
be apparent for many years. The 
process of mixing whites and Ne- 
groes in the classroom may, as a 
matter of fact, be relatively slow 
in many cases. 

The real damage will be done 
on the psychological front. The 
child will be conditioned at first 
to accept the mere presence of 
Negro students in the classroom. 
Later he will be taught that all 
races are equal in ability and 
intellectual capacity and that there 
is no essential difference between 
the various racial groups. He will 
be inoculated against the evils of 
“bias’’ and “prejudice’', and train- 
ed to look upon any manifestation 
of racial pride or consciousness as 
anti-social, if not criminal. . . 

BRAINWASH 

Only when this process of brain- 
washing is far enough along will 
the student ’be introduced to the 
joys of interracial social activities. 
Needless to say, it is only a step 
from there to interracial love- 
making and marriage, and as a 
matter of fact the legal barriers 
against interracial marriages have 
already been obliterated in some 
states. And if all -this seems far- 
fetched and over imaginative, it 
should be remembered, that this 
very thing has already occurred 
in some states, as the photographs

N.A.A.C.F. 

In this connection it would be 
well to give some attention to the 
National Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) which in the main was 
responsible for bringing about the 
school segregation ruling. The 
NAACP brought four separate 
suits challenging the. legality of 
segregated schools and it was on 
the basis of this action that the 
Court rendered its startling deci- 
sion outlawing segregated schools. 

. SILENT REVOLUTION 

This, incidentally, is but the 
latest of a series of court victories 
achieved by the radical, trouble- 
making NAACP — victories which 
have brought about a “silent revo- 
lution” in race relations in this 
country within the past decade. 

The NAACP’s most notable vic- 
tory previous to the school segre- 
gation case was, of course, the 
ruling under which the Supreme 
Court outlawed restrictive cove- 
nants, thus making it possible for 
Negroes to force their way into 
previously all-white neighborhoods. 

The NAACP won another out- 
standing victory when it obtained 
a Supreme Court ruling which 
compels Washington D.C. restau- 
rants and hotels to cater to Ne- 
groes— a precedent which is bound 
to be applied elsewhere as time 
goes on. 

In other Supreme Court cases 
the NAACP won decisions which 
insure Negroes the “right” to at- 
tend white universities ‘and to 
ride with whites in public con- 
veyances. . . 

There have been other similar 
cases. In each Instance it was the 
NAACP bringing suit; in each 
case the Supreme Court either up- 
held obscure and little known 
anti-segregation la\ys, or it out* 
lawed statutes under which seg-

OTHER VICTORIES 
The NAACP has also advanced 
the “silent revolution” with the 
help of the executive branch of 
the government. Its greatest vic- 
tory in this field was the "inte- 
gration” of Negroes and whites in 
v the Armed Forces. Under the “in- 
tegration” program— starlet! under 
Truman and completed 'this year 
by Eisenhower — all branches of 
the military have been mongrel- 
ized, with Negroes and whites 
serving together in interracial 
units for the first Lime in Amer- 
ican history. In many respects the 
NAACP regards this as its great- 
est victory, surpassing even the 
school segregation case in impor- 
tance. 

LITTLE F.E.P.C. 

Another NAACP victory, won 
with the help of organized Jewry, 
was the so-called “little F.E.P.C.” 
which Eisenhower instituted last 
year. The “little F.E.P.C.” compels 
all government contractors to hire 
Negroes and members of other 
minority groups under threat of 
having their contracts cancelled, 
thus imposing over a substantial 
portion of American indusuw a 
de facto FEPC. . . 

THE PATTERN 
This, then, is the pattern of the 
“silent revolution" — a silent, creep- 
ing, insidious revolution which 
even at this moment is stealing 
upon this Republic like an assas- 
sin in the night. And it should be 
noted that this revolution is not 
being promoted by legislation, but 
by executive decree and court ‘de- 
cision. Not a single one of the 
above described “civil rights” vic- 
tories was obtained through an 
act .of Congress. . . 

BEHIND N.A.A.C.P. 

This brings us to the question 
as to what the NAACP's ultimate 
objective really is, This Is Impor- 
tant because we know from past 


experience the NAACP no soonet 
wins a concession than it makes 
new and even more extreme de 
mamls; each victory is followed 
by now agitation. It is appropriate, 
therefore, to examine the NA A OP*« 
program in some detail. 

.JEWISH LEADERSHIP 
Before doing that, however, 
is necessary to correct a popular 
misconception as to the ieadoi 
ship of the NAACP.

THINGS TO C OME 

The NAACP’s objective for I In 
next ten years is no secret. On Iht 
contrary it has been mapped out 
in detail and publicized under the 
slogan, “Free by 63”. The “Free by 
63” campaign was launched laM 
March at a Washington D.C. meet 
ing with the blessings of Jk< 
Eisenhower, who addressed l h e 
convention. The plan calls for llu 
raising of a million dollars an 
dually for the next ten years ami 
the announced goal is the total 
abolishment of racial segregation. 

THE GOAL 

In simple terms, the NAACP's 
goal is to “integrate” .Negroes into 
\v h i t e residential neighborhoods 
until the “black belt*' and the all 
white neighborhood are merged 
and thus cease to exist as suclu 
The NAACP’s program- is based 
upon the premise that anti-dis- 
CTiminatlofi laws now in existence

lie has to be caught in a surprise 
medical inspection. The frighten- 
ed white man will run to Sick Bay 
and ask for immediate treatment 
for fear of taking the disease 
home with him. The negro does 
not worry because the majority 
of their homes already have ij. 

The white man has to walk 
more guard duty, because if the 
negro is ordered to walk post as 
often as the white man, he yells 
discrimination. If the -negro so 
happens to be walking post and 
he decides to lay down and go to 
sleep, he will do so. 

If a white man violates an 
order, he is made an example for 
the rest of the men to take notice. 
If a negro service* man violates 
the same order, the commanding 
officer goes easy on him for fear 
of a negro pressure group lower- 
ing the boom on him through a 
left-wing Congressman. 

These are just a few of the 
reasons the career men are leaving 
l-fi servi . C( T* The recently enacted 
bill raising the re-enlistment 
bonus, is proof that the white 


service man doesn't wish to 
serve with the negro, and must 
be enticed to do so with large 
sums of money.

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LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 


In the Presbyterian Outlook of 
July 30, there are two letters to 
the editor from young people who 
very ardently advocate non- 
segregation in our churches. They 
claim that segregation is . un- 
Christian, and they describe as 
cowards, and brand as “hypo- 
crites those who do not agree 
with them. 

I believe in segregation and am 
not at all disturbed by anything 
they may call me and others who 
share my views. 1 attribute their 
znal without knowledge* 1 to the 
exuberance of youth and to their 
being furnished for light house- 
keeping in the upper story. 

Segregation was decreed by 
Cod Himself in one historical in- 
stance. Cod called Abram out of 
hr of the Chaldees to go into a 
land which he should afterwards 
receive as an inheritance. The 
Patriarchs, Abraham, Issac, and. 
Jacob, lived in that land for many 
years. Jacob’s clan, because of 
famine, went down into Egypt, 
and were settled in the land of 
Goshen, where they remained 400 
years. Then God sent Moses to 
lead the tribes of Israel out of 
Egypt into t lie wilderness for 40 
years, and Joshua led ‘them into 
the land of Canaan, where the 
various tribes were settled. Eor 
fifteen hundred years until the 
birth of Christ t lie y were a segre- 
gated nation. They were forbid- 
den by God to mingle socially, to 
intermarry, or to amalgamate with 
the nations around them. They 
did not always obey God hut, 
nevertheless, God commanded it 
and many times punished them 
when they disobeyed his comma ndr 
If allowed to mingle socially with 
each other the inevitable result 
would be amalgamation, either 
with or without marriage. 

Out of that segregated nation, 
through inspired prophets from 
time to time, from , Moses to 
Malaohi, came the revealed will 
of God in the Old Testament. Out 
of that segregated nation, came 
the Saviour of the World, and the 
New Testament which tells us of 
Him. Does anyone dare to say 
that God made a mistake in segre- 
gating the Jewish nation? Does 
anyone dare to say that segrega- 
tion is wrong and un-christian 
when the Almightv Himself did 
it? • The only God wo know, or 
care to know', is the God reveal- 
ed in the Scriptures, and he never 
makes a mistake and never does 
wrong, “He is glorious in holi- 
ness, fearful in praises doing 
wonders*’." 


I believe in segregation for 
three reasons: 

1. In the first place I believe 
that segregation is in harmony 
with the plan and purpose of the 
Almighty Himself, as the best 
means to prevent amalgamation 
of the races. He used it in the 
case of his chosen people Israel. 

Let us face some stubborn 
facts: We have three most dis- 

tinct races of men distinguished 
by the color of their faces, the 
yellow man, the black man, and 
the white man, Who made man’s 
face yellow, one black, and an- 
other white? That question is not 
hard to answer, for there is only 
one. Being in the universe that 
could do such a thing, and He is 
the Almighty, the Creator of all 
things. But why did He do it? He 
has not told us except in general 
terms. In Rev. 4:11 we read “The 
four and twenty elders fall down 
before Him that sat on the throne, 
and worship Him that liveth for- 
ever and ever and cast their 
crowns before the throne, saying 
Thou art worthy, 0 Lord, to re- 
ceive glory and honor, and power; 
Eor Tiiou hast created all things, 
and for Thy pleasure they are and 
were created.’’ The only reason 
we are given is that it pleased 
God. In the early creation of the 
world we are told, “He spake and 
it tfas done, He commanded and it 
stood fast.’ 

But when and where did this 
change take place? It must have 
been after the Days of Noah and 
the flood. When the people be- 
gan ‘to build the tower of Babel, 
in the land of Sliinar, God inter- 
fered and confused their language 
so that they could no longer un- 
derstand each other’s speech and 
were forced to scatter out in 
different directions. They spoke 
at least three different languages, 
maybe more, but at least three. 
The descendants of Shem,. the 
oldest son of Noah, moved East- 
ward and remained on the conti- 
nent of Asia. The descendants of 
Ham went West to the land of 
Canaan, then South into the con- 
tinent of Africa. The descendants 
of Japeth moved- North and went 
overland through the Caucasus 
Mountains, between the Black and 
Caspian seas and inhabited the 
continent of Europe, and became 
known as the Caucasian, or white 
race. 

Sometimes in the centuries that 
followed the yellow man was found 
in China, the black man in Africa, 
and the white man in Europe. Paul 
said to the Athenians: “God hath 


made of one blood all nations of 
men, for to dwell on the face of 
the earth, and hath determined the 
times before appointed, and the 
bounds of their habitation.” Our 
God, the God of all wisdom, has 
never admitted that He ever made 
a mistake, in this or in any other 
instance. And He certainly has 
not authorized any men to correct 
His “mistake,” or to improve up- 
on His plan. In Latin America 
they tried to improve on God’s 
plan, but did they? The Spanish 
and Portuguese conquerors, 
amalgamated freely with the 
native Indians, then they imported 
Negro slaves from Africa, and be- 
came amalgamated with them, so 
there is no color line and no seg- 
regation South of the Rio Grande. 
But do they have a higher stage 
of Christian civilization than the 
people of the U.S. and Canada? 
How does their missionary zeal 
in foreign lands compare with 
ours? I would advise all those 
who can’t stand segregation to go 
to the Rio Grande River and buy 
a one way ticket and they will 
never be troubled any more with 
it. God made one man’s face 
yellpw, another black, and an- 
other white because it pleased 
Him to do so and He means for 
them to remain that way. It is 
presumptuous for any man to 
think that he can improve on 
God’s plan. 

2. In the second place I believe 
in segregation because it is not 
only in the plan of God but it is 
in harmony with a well known 
law of nature, stated in the pro- 
verb, “Birds of a feather will 
flock together.” Sparrows will 
not flock with robins, neither will 
ducks migrate with geese. 

Any man feels happier and more 
at liberty with his own people in 
his own churches, schools and 
communities than he does mingling 
with other people whose tastes 
and habits are different from his. 
The Negro, if let alone by these 
ceaseless agitators feels more at 
home and happier among his own 
people in church, school, and 
communities than to be forced to 
mingle with other people. I want 
the Negro to have as good school 
buildings and equipment as the 
white people have. But I will say 
that there is. not a schoolhouse in 
this country, white or colored, 
that is not a far better house with 
far better equipment than I had 
sixty-five years ago. And with 
God’s blessing I got an education. 

I want to see the Negro live in 
good houses where he can be 


comfortable and self-respecting. 
0 but they are poor they say! Yes, 
but poverty is not confined to one 
race — there are many poor white 
people who have a hard time. 

3. In the third place I believe 
in race segregation because it 
contributes to the harmony and 
peace among the races. The 
Christian white man does not 
hate the Negro, but wants to help 
him in an understanding way, and 
does do it. The Christian Negro 
does not hate the white man, but 
respects and honors the Christian 
white man as his best friend and 
is appreciative for any kindness 
that comes his way. It is the 
wicked white man and the wicked 
Negro that hate each other and 
are ready to fly at each other’s 
throats on little provocation. 
This is one reason why the Chris- 
tian white man in the South wants 
race segregation, for the protec- 
tion of the Negro.

are ineffective so long as Negroes 
and whites continue to occupy 
separate residential communities. 
Under present conditions, the 
NAACP argues, Negro business 
establishments operate only in 
Negro communities, while white 
business places service only white 
districts. Negro civil servants— i.e. 
police, firemen, postal employees, 
etc. — generally are assigned to 
Negro areas, while white civil 
servants work in white areas. 
Schools in Negro districts are 
attended exclusively by Negroes, ' 
and by the same rule whites often 
attend their own schools even in 
states where there is no official 
school segregation. Negro districts 
have their own social organiza- 
tions and churches, as do the 
whites. Similarly, swimming pools, 
social affairs and sports activities 
tend to follow along the same 
lines, although there are many ex- 
ceptions to the rule. Thus, accoi cl- 
ing to the NAACP's reasoning, the 
races will not freely mingle so 
long as they reside in different 
neighborhoods. This is the key to 
the entire situation. 

“FREE BY *63” 

The NAACP's proposed solution, 
therefore, is to mix up whites and 
Negroes until there is no such 
thing as a white or black residen- 
tial area. Then, and only then,, 
will Negroes and whites mix -at 
school, at work, at church, in res- 
taurants. at the swimming pool, 
at sports and in social activities. 
That, in essence, is the goal of the 
NAACP's “Free by 63” campaign.

At the end of World q \) 
War Two, Chiang Kai-shek sought to build ^ a 
a free republican government in China. 

North of China is Siberia, held by Russia. 

And Russia armed and financed and directed 
a revolution in China against the Chinese ' 
Republican Government. While that war 
was going on, our State Department decided 
to disarm the republican government of 
Chiang Kai-shek and permit the Reds to 
have China. That’ s a matter of record. 

And so the Communists took over all of 
China. That left a Communist China, with 
Indo-China jutting out from the South 
like our State of Florida. 

Indo-China was not a free country. It 
was a French possession. They've had it 
for fifty years. It has four separate 
governments: The people are poor, live 
almost wholly on rice, have few rights 
and have been dominated for fifty years 
by the French exploiters. Once the Com- 
munists got control of China, the next 
natural move was to take Indo-China. 
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FLYNN 
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They organized a revolution of native 
Indo-Chinese to drive out the French ex- 
ploiters. We have been supporting the 
French. Thus we are in the position of 
supporting a grab of an Oriental people 
by an European exploiter, which of course 
puts us in a very bad position in Asia. 
The French have been losing this war and 
have no stomach to continue fighting 
without aid from the United States. These 
last few weeks Mr. Dulles has been making- 
desperate efforts to keep the French 
fighting and to induce the British to 
join us in action. This is the background 
of what has been going on in Asia and in 
•the United States these last two .weeks. 

The thing that is frightening the 
American people is a statement made by 
the President that he would engage in no 
war without a declaration of war by Con- 
gress * which is all right - but here is 
the frightening part. He declared that 
he had the right to send troops anywhere 
in the world where he thought they might 
be needed, and without the consent of 
Congress. The French had been threaten- 
ing to quit in Indo-China. The British 
have been half-hearted about help, And 
we have been demanding that the French 
keep on fighting. Everybody knows that 
if the President were to send American 
troops to Indo-China,, the next step must 
be a declaration of war, 

Of course, all this is most unfortunate, 
The fall of Dien Bien Phu and the loss 
of the Asian mainland to the Reds is un- 
fortunate, But we didn’ t lose Asia to 
the Reds - we gave Asia to the Reds when 
our State Department disarmed the Chinese 
Republican armies and delivered China 
into the hands of the Communists. The 
time to have acted was when Chiang Kai- 
shek had an army in China and we had an 
army there under General ffedemeyer. But 
we ordered pur Army out, stopped all aid 
to Chiang Kai-shek and let the Reds take 
over. Now we’re talking about war again in 
Indo-China. It is like inviting theburglars 
into your home, letting them empty the 
house of its contents, and then suddenly 
getting warlike and threatening to fight 
because the burglars insist, as they 
leave, on taking the front door-mat. 
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Before we leave Indo-China, I’ d like 
to remind you that we have American 
soldiers i in over forty* five countries in 
the world. The cost is fantastic. That 
would have been impossible until nineteen 
hundred and thirteen when we were foolish 
enough to adopt the Sixteenth Amendment 
to the Constitution, giving the federal 
’government the right to tax our incomes 
without limit, le got into World War One 
because w'p spent billions to aid Britain 
and Prancp. We could not have done that 
except for the Income Tax Amendment. We 
got into jlorld War Two by 'spending bil- 
lions to aid Britain and Prance. And now 
we are moving toward socialism because 
the federal government can tax without 
limit. All this has been made possible 
by the Income Tax Amendment of nineteen- 
thirteen. It is perhaps at the bottom 
of all out* trouble - war and everything 
else. I

chairmanship for the time being, They 
named a new chairman, hired counsel and 
have been investigating McCarthy. This 
is not McCarthy’s investigation. It’s 
an investigation of McCarthy by Democrats 
and certain Republicans all arranged and 
planned in the White House. But it hasn* t 
turned out as they expected. The Presi- 
dent doesn’ t like it. He wants it stopped. 
Well, it’s his investigation -why doesn’t 
he stop it? 

Of course, these gentlemen don’ t like 
it because it is showing up the civilian 
leaders of the American army, particu- 
larly Secretary Stevens, as apathetical- 
ly inadequate figure who has been used 
in an attempt to destroy Senator McCarthy.

been reprimanded for his hand- 
■Hng”o£ the-ease and- ^admonished' 
regarding the line of questioning 
engaged in these cases. You may 
be assured that there will be no 
repetition of the incident". 

The department's ruling appar- 
ently means that Jewish appli- 
cants for citizenship will hereafter 
enjoy certain immunities not ac- 
corded applicants of other races. 

It has been 'customary, for ex- 
ample, to always ask a prospec- 
tive citizen if he would defend- 
the United States in a war against 
his native country. The question 
is a fair one and failure to an- 
swer it in the affirmative has al- 
ways been regarded as sufficient 
grounds to deny * the applicant 
citizenship. 

But how the Immigration and 
Naturalization department has 
ruled in effect that no Jew can be 


queried as to his Zionist affilia- 
tions. In other words, naturaliza- 
tion officers can no longer ask a 
Jew whether or not he would de- 
fend the United States in a war 
against Israel. Since virtually all 
ZLojpistS'^ 

giance to Israel, this relieves them 
of an extremely embarrassing sit- 
uation. . . 

The Jewish Telegraph Agepey 
has hailed the action as a “prece- 
dent" of historical importance! 
"The government's action in the 
Denver case", gloated the JTA's 
Milton Friedman, "established a 
vital precedent. It is an ^official 
ruling that Zionism and Ameri- 
canism, as Justice Brandeis con- 
tended years ago, are clearly con- 
sistent. An officer who was ap- 
parently influenced by anti-Zion^ 
ist elements has been (repriman- 
ded' and ‘admonished'. The; queis- 
tionirig of a Zionist's loyalty to 
America is now classified as ‘not 
sanctioned' by the government”. 

There you have it. The immi- 
gration department can ask an 


English applicant for citizenship 
if he would defend the U.S. in a 
war against England; it can (and 
certainly would) ask a German if 
he would defend America against 
a German attack; it will continue 
t o ask the >.sa me ques ti on of an 
IrisHman, a Pole or a Frenchman. 
But no Jew, even if he is a paid 
Zionist agent, can be asked if he 
is a Zionist. Such questions are 
"not sanctioned" by the govern- 
ment any longer. . . 

Thus we are witness not only 
to organized Jewry’s insistence 
upon maintaining its dual alle- 
giance, but also to an example of 
Jewry’s power to punish those 
who dare to draw attention to the 
matter. 

As for the hapless naturaliza- 
tion officer who aroused the ire 
of the Anti-Defamation League in 
the first place: the man is lucky 
to still have his job. He may not 
be so fortunate if he makes the 
same mistake again. Anti-Semi- 
tism, y’know. . .

army is closely related to another 
scheme which would give the U.N. 
an absolute monopoly on atomic 
weapons. This is the so-called* 
Baruch Plan. 

BARUCH PLAN 

As a matter of fact the first 
logical step following the creation 
of a permanent U.N. military or- 
ganization would be the adoption 
’of the* Baruch" Plan Tor interna- 
tional control of the atom, which 
the U.S. has already submitted to 
the U.N. This calls for the turn- 
ing over of all atomic weapons to 
the United Nations and the adop- 
tion of a system of "safeguards" 
to see that no nation violates the 
agreement by manufacturing 
atomic weapons of its own. Once 
this plan is adopted the United 
Nations would become the undis- 
puted military master of the 
world, since no nation or alliance 
could hope to resist it in a con- 
test of strength. 

It is very important that all 
these facts be considered together 
because there is a clear and ob- 
vious tie-in between the proposal 
for a permanent United Nations 
military organization and the 
Baruch Plan for "internationaliz- 
ing" atomic weapons. As a point 
of fact the Baruch Plan could not 
possibly be implemented unless, 
and until, a standing United Na- 
'tions”arnTy“is"created.* r 

U.N. CHARTER 

Actually, of course, the concept 
of an international super army 
under U.N. control is a fairly old 
one, and it is interesting to note 
that the United Nations charter 
envisions the establishment of 
such a force. For instance, Article 
43 of the U.N. charter reads as 
follows : 

"ARTICLE 43— -AH members of 
the United Nations, in order to 
contribute to the maintenance of 
international peace and security, 
undertake to make available to 
the Security Council, on its call 
and in accord with a special 
agreement or agreements, armed 
forces, assistance and facilities, 
including rights of passage, nec- 
essary for the purpose of main- 
taining international peace and 
security". 

Under this provision the ground- 
work for a standing United Na- 
tions- army -was laid-in tBc-original 
U.N. charter. And although such 
an army has not yet materialized, 
it is clear that from the very 
outset the one-world crowd has 
been steering us toward that goal. 
The fact that the United States is 
currently sponsoring the Baruch 
Plan for internationalizing atomic 
weapons makes the creation of a 
permanent United Nations mili- 
tary force an even greater possi- 
bility. . . 

Aside from the obvious dagger 
inherent in the creation of a stand- 
ing United Nations army equipped 
with atomic weapons, there is an- 
other danger we have not yet 
touched on. This has to do with 
the very strange fact that the mili- 
tary department of the United 
Nations has always been in the 
hands of a Communist commissar. 



For some as yet unexplained reason the 
head of the United Nation's Department of 
Security Council Affairs has always been a 
Communist. The first of the procession was 
Arkadi Sobolev of Soviet Russia. He was 


followed by Konstantin Zinchenko, who in 
turn was replaced by Ilya Chernyshev— both 
likewise Russian. The current head of the 
U.N.'s military section is Dragoslav Protitch 
(above) of Communist Yugoslavia. 


This Communist domination, of the ^ U.N. s 
military department would be particularly 
dangerous in the event the U.S. relinquished 
its atomic weapons to the United Natio ns. . . 


To appreciate what this means it 
is necessary to have some under- 
standing of the structure of the 
U.N. 

Altogether there are eight De- 
partments in the U.N., all under 
the— nominal_.supervision.jof~the— 
Secretary-General. Each of these 
Departments is headed by an As- 
sistant Secretary-General*. There 
is a Dep't. of Economic Affairs, 
a Dep't. of Public Information, a 
Dep't. of Trusteeship and so on. 

The Department we are most 
concerned with is the Department 
of Security Council Affairs, which 
has to do with the U.N.'s military 
activities. It was this Department 
which had technical authority

over General MacArthur in Korea, 
and over the conduct of the Kore- 
an war in general. What is more 
important, it would also have con- 
trol over any future military or- 
ganization created by the U.N. 
From a military standpoint the 
Department of Security Council 
Affairs is extremely important. . . 

It is obvious, therefore, that any 
nation or group of nations with 

♦But now designated as "Under-Secretaries", 


ambitions to control the military 
resources of the U.N. would place 
great emphasis upon this particu- 
lar Department. For here, if their 
scheme goes according to plan, 
will be concentrated the atomic 
resources of the world, an d who- 
ever commands them will rule the 
world. Who, then, does control 
the U.N.'s Department of Security 
Affairs? 

The answer to that question 
should bring every thinking Amer- 
ican to the edge of his chair with 
a start. Because the truth is that 
the Communists dominate the 
U.N.'s Department of Security 
Council Affairs, and have done so 
since the day the U.N. was cre- 
ated. You may find this difficult 
to believe, but here are the facts: 

/The first Assistant Secretary- 
General in charge of the Dep't. of 
Security Affairs was the Soviet 
official, Arkadi A. Sobolev, who 
served in that capacity from 1946 
until 1948. 

/Sobolev was succeeded by an- 
other Russian, Konstantin Zinch- 



Genoral MacArfhur was never permitted to 
win the Korean War — and for a very good 
reason. As the United Nation's military com- 
mander in Korea, MacArthur was subject to 
the authority of the U.N.'s Department of 
Security Council Affairs, which was headed 
jpy the Soviet official, Konstantin Zinchenko* 


enko, in June of 1949, who headed 
the Department until 1953., Zinch- 
enko is the Communist who ser- 
ved as General MacArthur's “su- 
perior" in the Korean war. It was 
this situation which gave rise to 
rum ors that a secr et ,agreemjnt_ 
had “been made for’ a Communist 
to hold this position permanently. 

/Zinchenko was replaced by a 
third Soviet functionary, Semyon- 
ovich Chernyshev, in 1953. 

/In turn, Chernyshev has been 
replaced by another Communist 
official, Dragoslav Protitch of 
Yugoslavia, wbo holds that posi- 
tion now. 

Keep these facts in mind the 
next time you hear someone beat- 
ing the drums for a standing U.N. 
military force. Chances are 'he 
will also be in favor of the Baruch 
Plan for turning our atomic weap- 
ons over to the U.N. . . . 

SIGNIFICANCE: Taken individual- 
ly , none of the above factors appear as 
dangerous as they really are . 

For example , the proposal for a 
permanent U.N. army is not of itself 
particularly alarming — at least not an 
army equipped with conventional 
weapons. 

The Baruch plan for turning over 
our, ,atgmig(Weap^ons,.jtO’ the U.N % like ^ 
wise appears innocuous — when con- 
sidered alone. 

Nor does the Communist domina- 
tion of the U.N.’s military department 
give undue cause for alarm-r-so long 
as the U.N. army remains on paper . 

It is only in combination that these 
factors take on the dimensions of a 
nightmare , for only then can we gain 
a true perspective of the situation. It 
is the prospect of a permanent U.N. 

. army . . . equipped with atomic weap- 
ons . . . and commanded by a penna- 
nent Communist secretariat . : . which 
constitutes the real threat.

was the sharpest one-year drop in 
white enrollment in the city's 
history”. 

On the other hand, Negro at- 
tendance is on the increase, with 
almost 5,000 more Negroes en- 
rolled this year than in 1953, 
Latest statistics show that where- 
as white enrollment in the Dis- 
trict’s schools is down 7.7%, Ne- 
gro enrollment is up 8.6% — a 15% 
spread in the first 6 months fol- 
lowing “integration”. At the pres- 
ent moment Negroes comprise 
. 6fL8%; of Washington- ^ total'-school 
enrollment, as compared to a 
white enrollment of 39.2%. ' 

The situation is getting worse 
daily. Large numbers of white 
families are already moving out 
of Washington. Others are shift- 
ing into school districts where 
there are no Negroes. Those who 
can afford, it are enrolling their 
children in private schools. 

Indicative of the trend are the 
following statistics published by 
U.S. NEWS & WORLD REPORT: 
“In the 18 schools where integra- 
tion was announced months in ad- 
vance, white enrollment dropped 
24.6%. I n the 15 schools that re- 
mained all white, 5 gained in 
white enrollment, the 10 others 
lost only slightly”. 

One school, the Raymond Ele- 
mentary, lost 45.3% of its white 
students as a result of “integra- 
tion”. The Wheatley Elementary 
school lost 4 4.6$ of its white stu- 
dent body. Another, Blair Ele- 
mentary, lost 51.8% of its white 
enrollment. . . 

That is the situation in Wash- 
ington, D.C. — the city which Ike 
Eisenhower has fatuously desig- 
nated as a “pilot model” for the 
rest of the country to follow. . . 

NOTE : Every patriot should write 
Eisenhower a letter urging him to en- 
roll his own grandchildren in one of 
Washington’s integrated ” schools. As 
one of the chief exponents of com- 
pulsory race-mixing , it is only fair that 
Mr. Eisenhower send his own family 
into this interracial jungle he has 
labored so hard to create. As for his 
fair skinned , tow-headed grandchil- 
dren: the experience of associating 
intimately with large numbers of ag- 
gressive , dull-minded , over-sized and 
over-sexed Negro playmates would 
doubtless be an uplifting one.

MOSCOW — At a dinner party in Moscow last month 
Communist party chief, Nikita Khrushchev, came up with 
a suggested formula for creating “better relations” between 
Russia and the U.S. The suggestion: silence Joe McCarthy. 

MIAMI — The Florida Supreme Court has reversed the 
convictions of 14 Communist suspects sentenced to one year 
in jail for contempt of a Dade county grand jury. The 
Court's decision will automatically nullify the conviction of 
12 other Reds sentenced on identical charges last month 
(see AMERICAN NATIONALIST, Nov.) All 26 suspects, 
plus/ five others whose sentences had been delayed, now 
face the possibility of being charged with criminal con- 
spiracy under Florida law. (NOTE: Although this is one of 
the biggest stories of the year, the country's three major 
wire services have blacked it out completely. The reason: 
all the defendants are Jewish. . .) 

WASHINGTON— When Senator Mc- 
Carthy first exposed the Communist ac- 
tivities of Irving Peress at Ft. Monmouth 
earlier this year he never dreamed that 
he, rather than Peress, would be punish- 
ed for it. But the way it worked out, the 
Jew Peress received a promotion and an 
honorable discharge while McCarthy has 
been put on trial not once, but twice, for 
his part in the Peress case. Meanwhile 
the question of who promoted Peress re- 
mains unanswered. But the chances are if 
they ever do discover who did it, he too IRVING peress 
will receive a promotion. And McCarthy will probably be 
up for censure again. 

MIAMI BEACH — A restaurant in swank Miami Beach, 
the Lincoln Manor Kosher Restaurant, has been fined $150 
plus costs for violating Miami Beach's Kosher meat law. 
The defendant was found guilty after a rabbi and a police- 
man by the name of Moses Mescheloff testified they found 
non-Kosher meat stored in a refrigerator on the second 
noor of the plush restaurant. In Jew-infested Miami Beach, 
where 70% of the population is Jewish, and where the 
mayor and six of the seven city councilmen are of the same 
race, that is a high crime. . . 

j NEW YORK — In a recent series for the NEW YORK 
TIMES, Moscow correspondent Harrison Salisbury revealed 
that the late Laventia Beria, former number two man in 
Russia, was half Jewish. . . 

ROME— An Italian Jew, Georgio Luizzi, has recently 
been appointed chief-of-staff of the Italian army, according 
to a Jewish Telegraph Agency dispatch. The appointment 
may turn out to be a key one, since Italy for several years 
has been 'teetering on the verge of Communism. If the 
Communists do take over Italy in the next election, a Jew 
at the head of the Italian army will be in an ideal position 
to “maintain order” while the Communists consolidate their 
hold over the country. . .

canoes — in anything that would 
float. Their jmly hope was to be 
rescued by American or other war- 
ships cruisinjg beyond Vietnam’s 
territorial waters.

The 
number of drowned will probably 
never be known. But; despite the 
most awful danger and hardship 
the watery exodus continued with- 
out respite. Thus far the U.S. 
Navy alone has picked up tens of 
thousands of [Vietnam's brave, des- 
perate refugees from Communism 
— and the flood of desperate hu- 
manity continues to hurl itself 
upon the meijcy of the sea. . .

LUCILLE MILLER 
Lucille Miller, together with 
her husband, is the editor of a 
small, though generally well 
written mimeographed periodical 
known as the “Green Mountain 
Rifleman". It is a patriotic jour- 
nal devoted almost entirely to 
fighting and exposing Commu- 
nism. During the past few years 
she has been particularly active 
in exposing the activities of a 
“colony" of Communists and 
Communist sympathizers (mostly 
Jews) who have taken up resi- 
dence in Bethel and the nearby 
village of Randolph Center. As 
a result of her disclosures, West- 
brook Pegler was attracted to the 
situation several years ago and 
gave it considerable publicity in 
KiS*~ column; * ’Senator ^McCarthy* 
' also took note of the matter in 
a speech on the Senate floor at 
the time. 

MARXIST COLONY 
The Communist “colony" at 
Randolph Center spotlighted by 
Lucille Miller consisted of some 
of the biggest names, ever to be;

She was arrested on Feb. 23rd 
on charges of obstructing the 
Selective Service Act. She was 
brought into a Federal Court pre- 
sided over by one Ernest Gibson, 
a bitter personal enemy with 
whom she had feuded for years, 
-and— who~once— before-Jiad-.caused — 
her to be arrested on a contempt 
charge. Gibson, incidentally, is 
well known in Vermont for his 
left-wing proclivities. . . 

DEMANDS TRIAL 
Lucille Miller demanded a 
prompt trial, announced that she 
would serve as her own attorney, 
and stated her contention that 
the Selective Service Act is un- 
constitutional. Judge Gibson's re- 
action was to commit her to an 
insane asylum for “observation”, 
and he subsequently followed this 
up by committing her to a Fed- 
eral institution in Washington, 
D.C. until “cured” — which could 
be for life. The case broke into 
front page news a few days later 
when Federal officers who came 
to take her away were met at the 
door by her husband, Manuel Mil- 
ler, who held them off with a 
rifle for 12 hours until overcome 
by tear gas. Then, and only then, 
did they take Lucille Miller away. 

. ST.. ELIZABETH'S 
Lucille Miller was whisked off 
to the St. Elizabeth's Hospital in 
Washington, D.C., hundreds of 
miles from her family and com- 
munity, and far beyond the boun- 
daries of her home state. There 
she was confined in the institu- 
tion's violent ward, where she 
was thrown into intimate prox- 
imity with violently insane Negro 
prostitutes, deranged criminals, 
perverts and other individuals of 
like description. As a “patient" 
she was compelled to submit to 
conditions so nauseating as to al- 
most defy description; conditions 
which would make imprisonment 
in a penitentiary seem infinitely 
mild and preferable by compari- 
son; conditions so horrible as to 
test the sanity of a normal person 
unfortunate enough to be 4f- 


tained there. . . 

SUDDENLY RELEASED 
The story, fortunately, does 
not end there. Sixteen days after 
being committed to . St. Eliza- 
beth's violent ward, Lucille Mil- 
ler was suddenly released by hos- 
pitaLauthorities., JThreejdays Jater, . 
on June 27th, she again appeared 
in Judge Gibson's court for a 
sanity hearing. Gibson, who only 
a month previously had spitefully 
ordered her confined to a lunatic 
asylum without trial, this time 
scheduled a trial for her on the 
charges of obstructing the Select- 
ive Service Act— for which she 
was originally indicted. She is to 
stand trial on those charges in 
Gibson’s court on July 16th, and 
it is a foregone conclusion that 
if she is found guilty, Gibson will 
again sentence her to a lunatic 
asylum rather than to prison. 
And unless her lawyers can suc- 
ceed in having the case trans- 
ferred to an impartial court, it is 
almost a certainty that Gibson 
will see to it that she is found 
guilty. From his past record it 
would be unreasonable to expect 
any other result . . 

THE REAL CRIME 
Manuel Miller, meanwhile, is 
also awaiting trial on charges of 
resisting a federal officer as ah’ 
aftermath of the 12 hour tear gas 
siege of his home on May 3rd. 
And while there is no doubt that 
he is in technical violation of the 
law, the fact remains that if a 
criminal act was committed in 
this case, it was committed by 
Gibson, not by Manuel Miller. It 
is Gibson, rather than Miller, who 
rightfully deserves to be brought 
before the bar of justice. . . 

UNFINISHED STORY 
This, then, is the story of one 
man and one woman who dared 
to stand up for what they believe 
is right. It is a story which is as 
yet unfinished. It will remain un- 
finished until such time as Lu- 
cille Miller is given a fair trial, 
in open court, before an impartial 
judge and jury, on the charges 


Gibson, if should be noted, is a bifter 
personal enemy of Lucille Miller, and his 
refusal to let her stand trial on the charges 
for which she was indicted was hardly 
motivated by concern for her welfare. 

for which* she was originally in- 
dicted. It will remain unfinished 
until the heroic Manuel Miller is 
exonerated of the . charges 
against him. 

TRAITORS HOLIDAY 

As for the Communist conspi- 
„ rators and fellpw^rayelers^jex^ 
posed by the Millers: they con- 
tinue to run free. None have been 
arrested, none have been, impris- 
oned. Except for Owen Latti- 
more, who is currently under in- 
dictment for perjury, not a single 
one is in jeopardy of any kind. 
Such is the quality of justice in 
our Federal Courts today. 

SIGNIFICANCE: Americans 

might well wonder why the rights 
of Communist traitors are so jeal- 
ously protected — even to the point 
of absurdity — by our Federal courts 
and the Justice Department , while 
the rights of those who expose them 
are callously ignored . But there is 
more to be learned from the Miller 
case than that . The truly horrifying 
thing about it all is that an Ameri- 
can citizen can be indicted on a 
political charge , or at least a charge 
having political implications , and 
then thrown into a'mad house ( per- 
haps for life) without benefit of 
trial . For make no mistake about it, 
were it not for the outcry raised by 
thousands of’ patriots all over the 
country at the vicious treatment 
meted out to Lucille Miller, she 
would never have received a trial at 
all; she would have remained locked 
up in the violent ward of St. Eliza- 
beth’s indefinitely . 

It is high time that Americans 
took stock of the judicial procedures 
that will permit a citizen to be in- 
carcerated under such conditions up- 
on the mere say so of a Federal 
judge of Gibson’s calibre . Every 
school boy knows that such proced- 
ure is clearly in violation of the Con- 
stitution, which guarantees that . EV- 
ERY accused person shall enjoy due 
process of law . And as every school 
boy also knows, that includes the 
right to a trial, by jury — and before 
an impartial . judge . Even Gibson 
ought to know that.

Dodgers signed on their first Ne- 
gro player, Jackie Robinson, in 
1947. Robinson, whose reputation 
as a racist, tr'ouble-maker both 
on and off the playing field is 
well known, was followed by a 
parade of other Negroes, all of 
whom have been glorified by ex- 
travagant press agentry and pro- 
paganda as no white player ever 
was. 

PHONY ACCLAIM 
It is impossible to even specu- 
late upon the amount of artificial 
publicity these lionized Negro 
players have.’ received; but if it 
were computed on a dollars and 
cents basis it would certainly run 
into tens of millions of dollars. 
Magazine articles without num- 
ber have extolled their prowess 
on the field. Sports writers have 
raved over their unique 
“sportsmanship”.' Sob sisters 
have written up every detail of 
their family . life. Radio, televi- 
sion, newsreels and newspapers 
have avidly reported their every 
word and action. A song was even 
written about Willie Mays (Say, 
Hey!), and a movie made of Rob- 
inson’s “life story”. The cam- 
paign to popularize the Negro in 
baseball is certainly without par- 
allel in sports history. 

The result may have, been 
beneficial' for a few individual 
Negroes, and it may have even 
sparked Negro attendance at the 
games. But it ruined baseball as 
a national sport. The promoters 
of professional baseball may not 
realize it yet, tout, when they at- 
tempt to substitute a buck Negro 
for a Babe Ruth, a Willie Mays 
for a Ty Cobb, a Jackie Robinson 
for a Joe Dimaggio, they are 
signing the death warrant of 
baseball. If you don’t believe it, 
just check the gate receipts of 
the major league teams since 
they began hiring Negro players 
just eight years ago, . .

age white students — one to four 
grades behind, in the opinion of 
some school officials ... A high 
percentage of Negro pupils will 
fail their courses this year. 
Where classes are divided for 
teaching purposes int ; o groups of 
slow, medium and fast learners, 
there are few Negroes in the fast . 
group, with a majority of Ne- 
groes in the slow group. Where 
intelligence tests have, been, 
given* the< Negro average ha# 
been far below that of whites.” 
There is more of the same but 
this will suffic.e as an indication 
of what integration means in 
terms of educational standards. 
Propagandists for integrated 
schools are, of course, trying to 
blame this disparity upon “en- 
vironmental factors”, but this is 
merely a case of arguing which 
came first: the chicken or the 
egg. The plain .fact is that Ne- 
groes are, on the average, far 
below whites in intellectual ca- 
pacity and are incapable of com- 
peting with them in the class- 



NEW YORK — The Anti- Defamation League of B’nai 
B’rith has given this year’s “Democratic Legacy Award” 
to the nation’s three largest tax exempt “philanthropic” 
foundations, according to Jewish press reports. Recipients 
of the award were the Rockefeller Foundation, the Ford 
Foundation and the Carnegie Corporation, who were cited 
for “their encouragement of social, political and eco- 
nomic development that reinforces democracy under 20th 
century conditions”. All three foundations were the sub- 
ject of an intensive investigation last year toy the Reece 
Committee because of their left-wing political activities, 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The wire Services have sup- 
pressed the story, but Mississippi’s crusading Senator 
Eastland dropped a bomb-shell in the U.S. Senate on May 
26th which will have repercussions for years to come. 
Senator Eastland publicly exposed the Communist-front 
records of the psychologists and social scientists which 
the Supreme Court cited as its authority in issuing the 
school de-segregation decree. The Supreme Court, in 
handing down its decision, named eight of these so-called 
“experts” all told. ‘Senator Eastland revealed that no less 
than four of these had red front connections — one of whom 
(E. F. Frazier) had 18 red-front citations, while another 
had 10 such affiliations. He also revealed that several of 
the authorities referred to by the Court were employees 
of the N.A.A.C.P. — the chief litigant in the case. . . 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Ike Eisenhower, who year be- 
fore last sat on the platform at an N.A.A.C.P. convention 
in Washington, and who last year delivered an address 
before the Anti-Defamation League, this year cancelled 
an appearance before the national convention of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution. Mr. Eisenhower 
was “too busy” to attend. 

SAN FRANCISCO — Close on the heels of the Su- 
preme Court’s recent “implementation” order concerning 
de-segregation of the nation’s public schools, the N.A.A. 
C.P.’s West Coast regional director, Franklin Williams, 
came up with a formula of his own as to how de-segrega- 
tion should be implemented. Williams told the “National 
Conference of Social Workers” in San Francisco that 
school segregation should be ended — “even if it means that 
Negro children are transferred to schools not close to their 
homes, and even if it means bringing white children into 
schools in districts that house primarily minority groups.” 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The Eisenhower administra- 
tion, which boasts of having advanced Negro “rights” 
more than any other administration in history, had one of 
its pet measures, the military reserve bill, blocked in the 
Congress for weeks because a colored congressman (Pow- 
ell) insisted on tacking an anti-discrimination amendment 
to it. Powell’s amendment would in effect have forced 
Southern states to “integrate” Negroes into National 
Guard units. 


room. 

From a purely educational 
standpoint it is clear that inte- 
grated schools can only be main- 
tained at the expense of lowering 
white : education al 'levels, drasti- „ 
cally to "accommodate' "the Ne- 
gro’s inferior mental capacity. 
But even under these conditions 
Negroes cannot successfully com- 
pete with whites of their own 
age group — a fact which has been 
well demonstrated in New York 
City’s interracial schools. This 
means that older and more ma- 
ture Negroids will inevitably be 
thrown into the same classrooms 
with younger white students. 
Quite aside from scholastic con- 
siderations, this poses a problem 
of major proportions, because it 
is the older and more aggressive 
pupil — not the younger and more 


intelligent — who dominates the 
playground - and the athletic field. 
And it is here, no less than in the 
classroom, that the child’s char- 
acter and habits are formed. . , 

„ . I N^ERRACIA L^Q.CJQBT Y 
There are, of course, other 
matters plaguing the parents of 
Washington’s school children as a 
result of integration. Chief 
among these is the problem of 
protecting their teen-age daugh- 
ters against the unwelcome at- 
tention of Negro youths. Another 
is how to deal with social situa- 
tions such as interracial dances. 
These problems are by no means 
simple, for it is obvious that 
once Negroes have been brought 
into white schools, they cannot 
be denied “equality” with whites 
in any respect. Just what this 
involves .may be gained from the 


following, which is ’also Taken 
from the above mentioned U.S. 
News & Wo'rld Report article: 
“Still unsolved”, sa,id U.S. 
News, “is the question about 
school dances — with all the social 
problems they might create. No 
general schojol dances have been 
held this year in Washington’s 
mixed schools. Principals, consid- 
ered this too touchy an area in 
which to attempt full integration 
as yet. They feared that .an ap- 
proach t.o a yrhite girl by a Negro 
or a rebuff of a Negro by a 
white girl might set off a melee”. 

And so wej are already witness 
to a situation where white girls 
in Washington’s public school 
system do not dare rebuff the. at- 
tentions of (African * .suitors for 
fear of the consequences. Such is 
the outcom^ of the' Supreme 
Court’s shameful decree of last 
year; such is the situation in the 
capital city of the United States 
of America. . . 

SIGNIFICANCE: Mr. Eisenhow- 
er’s “ pilot model ” of desegregation 
has served ojne useful purpose at 
least : it has removed any doubt from 
the minds of Southerners as to what 
they are up I against. The fate of 
Washington , D.C. has made the 
South more determined than ever 
to resist combulsory mongrelization 
at any cost. This iron determina- 
tion, incidentally, had stopped the 
desegregation program in its tracks 
even before the Supreme Court de- 
livered its wtasel worded formula 
for integration where “ feasible ” last 
month . Except for a few large cities 
in the border j states (i.e. Baltimore, 
St. Louis, Kcnsas City) there has 
been little or no integration anyway . 
And in the keep South there has 
been none at all, and public officials 
from the governors on down have 
made it clear that there will never 
be any, regardless of what the Su- 
preme Court says . As Virginia’s 
most respected newspaper, the 
RICHMONb NEWS LEADER 
summed it up [ last week : “When the 
court proposes that its social revolu- 
tion be imposed upon the South 
‘as soon as practicable ’, there' are 
those of us who would respond that 
‘as soon as practicable* means never 
at all”. 

It will be a, long time before the 
South delivers its children over' to 
the fanatics who would make Wash- 
ington, D.C. a “pilot model ” for 
total mongrelization. . .

UNITED NATIONS— Sometime, 
in 1955, if all goes according to 
schedule, the United Nations will 
revise its charter in accordance 
with the original U. N. charter, y 
which specifies that such a revi-^ 
sion shall take place after a ten- f 1 
year interval. J 

In anticipation of this event the^W 
exponents of world government 
have for some time been fever- 
ishly drafting a series of schemes J 
designed to transform the U. N. J 
■*f rl>^^’h^inireiWt^ M 

society into a world state with 9 
authority over "every member gov- 
ernment and its citizens, includ- 1 
ing the United States. - 

Foremost among these, of \ 
course, is the plan to surrender 
all atomic weapons over to the 
United Nations, thereby giving 
that body a monopoly in the field 
of atomic warfare, and thus mili- 
tary hegemony over the entire 
world. 

A second scheme calls for the 
subordination of our national sov- 
ereignty to the United Nations 
through the adoption of a series 
of treaties and “covenants,” of 
which the “Genocide Treaty” and 
the “Human Rights Covenant” 
are the best known.

Jewish Turncoat Witness

WASHINGTON— The Commu- 
nist; Payty, in what , appears ,, to be 
one of its most successful propa- 
ganda coups in years, has planted 
a witness on the Justice Depart- 
ment. He is Harvey Matusow, a 
Brooklyn'* Jew; who pretended to^ 
^rehounce-the- Communist-Party in 
order to win the government's 
confidence.

Matusow’s role as a govern- 
ment witness placed him in an 
ideal spot because (as later de- 
velopments proved) it gave him 
an opportunity to disavow his 
testimony at the psychological 
moment.

issue of the AMERICAN NA- 
TIONALIST, shortly after the 
death of Stalin, we analyzed the 
situation in Russia as follows: 
“It is altogether likely that Sta- 
din's power*has beerrthhented hv 
a group of Party functionaries, 
rather than by any single indi- 
vidual,” we wrote at the time. 
“Today Russia is ruled by a ten- 
man ‘Presidium of the Central 
Committee of the Communist 
Party,' which has replaced the 
old Politburo. Five members of 
this group in turn comprise the 
‘Presidium of the Council of Min- 
isters,' of which Malenkov is 
chairman. The other four deputy- 
chairmen of the Presidium are: 
Molotov, Kaganovich, Bulganin 


and Beria. These are the ‘Big 
Five' of the Communist hierarchy. 
They probably do not wield equal 
power. The two senior members 
of the^group, Molotov andKagan- 
ovicK, afe ‘01d , Bolsheviks' who 
were closely associated with Sta- 
lin before the Revolution. Kagan- 
ovich (a Jew) is also a brother- 
in-law of Stalin, while Molotov 
(married to a Jewess) served 
with Stalin as co-editor of Pravda 
previous to 1917. Significantly, 
Malenkov is the youngest of the 
‘Big Five,' while Beria is but a 
year older. Both were in their 
teens at the time of the Revolu- 
tion, and are regarded as mem 
bers of the “New Generation. 1 
Bulganin joined the party in 1917. 


“Molotov and Kaganovich, as 
the only ‘Ola Bolsheviks' on the 
Presidium, a!nd because of their 
close association with Stalin, are 
undoubtedly the two most power- 
ful men in Soviet Russia; a third 
or fourth member of the Presi- 
dium may orj may not share their 
authority. In either case Malen- 
kov looks moi*e like a puppet than 
a Dictator. .” 

Thus did Aye analyze the situa- 
tion in Russia in March of 1953, 
shortly after] Stalin's demise, and 
at a time when Malenkov was be- 
ing widely hailed as the new Rus- 
sian dictator’-^-and when Beria 
was regarded as the number-two 
man in all ojf Russia’. 

As events later proved, Malen- 
kov did turn (out to be a puppet, ' 
while Beriaj — who incidentally 
was half- Jewish — never got off 
of first base in the game for 
power. ! 

STILL DICTATOR 
In our estimation this means 
that from their positions as First 
Deputy-Premiers of the Soviet 
Union, Molotov and Kaganovich 
are still the real power in Soviet 
Russia. Bulganin, the only other 
member of [the original Presi- 
dium, has been elevated to the 
figure-head position of Premier 
— the spot held until recently by 
Malenkov. Itjis possible, and even 
probable, that a third man in the 
person of Khrushchev may share 
their authority, but in the last 
analysis it is [the two “Old Bolshe- 
viks” — Molotov and Kaganovich 

— who are to be reckoned with 

CONCLUSION : As frequently 
emphasized by the AMERICAN 
NATIONALIST , it is virtually im-

other things, khat whoever, wields 
power in Soviet Russia will be Jew- 
ish, or possibly a person married to 
a Jewess and j therefore regarded as 
trustworthy — as were both Lenin and .

Simon Sobeloff is no stranger 
to readers of the American Na- 
tionalist. As a matter of fact he 
was featured in a headline story 
in our Feb. '54 issue on the occa- 
sion of his appointment as Soli- 
citor-General. At that time we 
denounced the appointment as an 
incredible blunder, and accurately 
predicted the eventual outcome: 

‘"To appreciate the significance 
of the Sobeloff appointment”, we 
wrote at the time, “it must be 
remembered that the function of 
the Solicitor- General is to repre-; 
sent the Justice Department in 
its important cases before the 
Supreme Court-. This means that 
when- important- -civil. - rights, ds-w 
sues are brought before the’ 
Court, Mr. 'Sobeloff will occupy 
a key position, since he can in 
large measure determine the> out- 
come of a given case by the way 
if is presented. And as a vice- 
president of the American Jewish 
Congress (he is also ah official 
in the race-mixing Urban 
League), Sobeloff can be ex- 
pected to present such cases in 
the interest of organized minor- 
ity groups, rather than in the in- 
terest of the United States”. 

Thus did we analyze the situa- 
tion just 18 months ago. Now let 
us check Mr. Sobeloff's record 
since then to see whether he has 
in fact acted in the best interests 
of the United States, or whether, 


as ^predicted, he used his office 
to* advance the interests of the 
NAACP, the American Jewish 
Congress and other organized 
minority groups. Two vitally sig- 
nificant cases will suffice to il- 
lustrate the point. 

The first was the school seg- 
regation case, brought before the 
Supreme Court by the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People. Mr. Sobeloff 
threw the full weight of the Sol- 
icitor-General's office behind the 
NAACB,~and-appeared. personally 
before the Court to support the 
NAACP’s stand. In view of his 
background such conduct was not 
surprising; bub it.* did serve as an 
interesting contrast for another 
civil rights case in which he also 
became involved. This was the 
controversial John Peters case. 

JOHN PETERS CASE 

Peters, a Yale professor, had 
been dismissed from a govern- 
ment position as a security risk 
following an adverse ruling by a 
Loyalty Review Board. With 
some 16 charges of Communist 
collaboration against him, there 
seemed little doubt as to his 
security status, but Peters took 
the matter to the Supreme Court 
on the contention that he had a 


right to “face his accusers” — . 
meaning the right to delve into-, 
the government's confidential 
files and sources of information. 1 

The Justice Department at- \ 
tached especial significance to \ 
the case because a ruling in 1 
favor of Peters would have in 
effect destroyed the government’s 
entire security program. For that 
reason the Justice Department 
took great pains to prepare its 
case against Peters. It was at 
this point that Sobeloff figured 
_ .iiufhe pktuxe^be.cause.-aa,.Solicir«^ 
tor-General it was his duty to 
argue the government’s case be- 
fore the Supreme Court. Sobeloff 
flatly refused. Not only* that, ‘but f 
he refused to sign the Justice 
Department's brief in the case — 
an unheard of action. As a re- 
sult of this unprecedented situa- 
tion, Attorney-General Brownell 
was forced to send an assistant 
to argue the government's case 
before the Court. , Fortunately, 
the case was decided on a tech- 
nicality (in Peters favor) rather 
than on the basic issue, so that 
our security program remained 
intact despite Sobeloff's fanatical 
attempt to hamstring it.

most formidable fifth columns in 
history. 

In this respect the situation 
bears a significant relationship to 
that which existed in Imperial 
Russia prior to the 1917 revolu- 
tion. ..At ( that lime^it will be re- 
called; Prussia?* was^ sdd'dlea, with" 
the .world's largest Jewish pecu- 
lation, with almost sdvert million 
Jews residing in whdt was then 
Russian-Poland and the famed 
“Pale of Settlement". This vast 
and restless Jewish minority was 
the seed-bed and the reservoir of 
Russian Communism, and it pro- 
vided virtually the entire leader- 
ship for the October Revolution 
in 1917. , 

Today, ironically, the U.S. has 
become the center for the world's 
Jewish population, and the role 
of organized Jewry is very much 
the same here as it was in Czarist 
Russia 35 years ago — that is to 
say, it is the seed-bed of Com- 
munism in America. 

Actually, the relationship of 
American Jewry to Communism 
cannot be properly evaluated and 
understood without some idea as 
to its organizational structure. Be- 
cause it is a fact that the Jewish 
. .min o ni ty— is^-th e^mos t_Ji i gh 1 y. ~or? 
ganized, the mdst closely knit, 
the most fanatic and the most 
energetic of any group in America 
today. They not only publish a 
multitude of Jewish newspapers 
and periodicals, but also maintain 
a special Jewish Telegraph Agency 
to service them. They support 
their own schools, social organi- 
zations, fraternal groups, cultural 
clubs and fund raising units in 
every city and community where 
Jews congregate. It is almost im- 
possible for the average American 
to comprehend the e x t en t to 
which organized Jewry has es- 
tablished itself in this country. 
It functions veritably as a nation 
within a nation. 

Perhaps the best capsule des- 
cription of just how extensively 
American Jewry is organized is 
the following, which appears in 
Encyclopedia Britannica (P. 63d, 
Vol. 13, 1947 edition) : 

“American Jewry”, says Ency- 
clopedia Britannica’,* “modeling it- » 
self after the structure of the 
social environment in which it 
has grown up, is highly organized. 
If every branch of every lodge 
were to be included, there would 
be at least 25,000 individual clubs, 
societies, groups and synagogues 
in the United States. Jews are 
united for purposes of recreation, 
for hospital and health benefits, 
for immigrant aid, and for the 
furtherance of Jewish culture and 
Jewish education. Extremely nu- 
merous are the social and mutual 
benefit organizations.. In all prob- 
ability the Jews of the United 
States spend ht least $100,000,000 a 
year to maintain these various 
agencies.” 

The $100 million figure given by 
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Depicted above Is a partial glimpse of 
tho vast network of Jewish organizations 
which function as a privileged sanctuary 
for tho Communist conspiracy against the 
U.S. government. Here's the story behind

Among its multifarious activities 
American Jewry also maintains 
what amounts to a secret police 
system, with agents in virtually 
every city and town in America. 
Altogether there are seven so- 
called “defense" agencies engaged 
in sleuthing and propaganda, of 
which the B'nai B'rith's Anti- 
Defamation League and the Amer- 
ican Jewish Committee are by far 
the most active. 

The primary function of these 
“defense" agencies is to smother 
any and all criticism of Jewry, 
and particularly any evidence 
linking Jews with Communism. 
They accomplish this in a number 
of ways, chief of which is to label

Never in the history 
of this nation, nor of any other 
nation, has a privately financed 
Gestapo network operated on any- 
thing approaching this scale. . . 

PRIVILEGED SANCTUARY 

Now it is obviotis from even 
this brief sketch that organized 
Jewry has the potential of a high- 
ly efficient, and a highly danger- 
ous, fifth column. Possessing as it 
does 25,000 membership organiza- 
tions, untold financial resources, 
its own secret police and propa- 
ganda agencies and six million of 


sored^ by the Communists in the Los Angeles

NEW YORK — The powerful,, trouble-making American Jewish 
Congress has, according to the Brooklyn Jewish Examiner (July 1st) 
filed complaints against 35, New York hotel resorts for what 'it calls 
“discriminatory” advertising. The complaints, which were lodged with 
New York's five-man “State Commission Against Discrimination” 
allege that by using such phrases as “churches nearby", the resorts 
are discriminating “against people of the Jewish faith”. 

The current complaints are reminiscent of a similar situation 
which arose two years ago (see AN June 10, ’53) when the American 
Jewish Congress hauled three uj>-state New York resort owners before 
the same Commission on identical charges. At that time the Com- 
mission, by a 3-to-2 vote, sustained the resort owners' right to use 
the phrases, “bus to church” -and “churches nearby" in their advertis- 
ing.

(lent that his identity, as well as 
the nature of his work, remains 
unknown to the American people. 
For Seidenberg, like Anna Rosen- 
berg before him, is a Jew with a 
mission, and until that mission is

ployee- -the- ;place* -of his- bitth; or ’ 
for failing to promote Negro or 
Jewish employees to the govern- 
ment's satisfaction; or for not 


hiring enough Negro employees 
to satisfy Mr. Seidenberg and Co. 

And it should be emphasized 
that the burden of prqof is al- 
ways upon the employer in cases 
of alleged “discrimination”, and

not surprising to find Jews in charge 
when coercive “ anti-discrimination ” 
and “ Fair Employment ” committees 
are actually established by govern- 
ment authority .

In any event, 
35 New York hotel and resort 
owners must now answer to 
charges brought by the American 
Jewish Congress. 

JEWISH HYPOCRISY 

But while organized Jewry 
presses its fanatic campaign 
against what it calls “religious 
bias” and “discrimination” among 
Gentiles, Jews themselves do hot 
practice the toleration, they are 
forever preaching to others, but 
pursue the exact, opposite course. 
Two excellent examples of this 
Jewish hypocrisy can be cited 
from, the very same July 1st issue 
of “Ine Brooklyn lewis'll /Exam- 
iner which, as noted above, car- 
ried the news item about the 
American Jewish Congress and 
its complaint against the 35 Gen- 
tile hotels. 

The first example consists of a 
news story pertaining to the 43rd 
annual convention of the Young 
Israel Committee (YI) in Falls- 
burg, N.Y. The convention, which 
was attended by some 500 dele- 
gates, drafted a militant six-point 
program including, believe it or 
not, a- recommendation that 
Christian missionaries should be 
outlawed in Israel! Describing Is- 
rael as a “hotbed” of missionary 
activities, the Young Israel dele- 
gates called upon the Israeli gov- 
ernment to drive them from the 
country. And these are the Jews, 
mind you, who are even now 
prosecuting New York hotel own- 
ers for daring to advertise their 
places as being “near churches”. 

But. ant even mo^e^ brazen, ex- , 
ample of Jewish hypocrisy can 
be cited in the case of the J ewish 
Examiner itself, which on one 
page of its July 1st issue carried 
the news item describing the 
American Jewish Congress' cam- 
paign against “discriminatory” 
Gentile resort advertising, and on 
its other pages carried more than 
20 hotel advertisements featuring 
such phrases as “strictly Ko- 
sher”, “dietary laws observed”, 
“wholesome Jewish- American 
food”,' and other similar adver- 
tisements (see cut, .page 1) — 
all obviously designed to convey 
to the Jewish public that these 
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SPECIAL — Jewish propagandists are making much of 
the fact that no Jews were among the 21 turncoat GI's 
who stayed with the Communists at the end of the Korean 
War, The AMERICAN HEBREW in a receitt front, page 
article also emphasized the fact that . . . “dll of them are 
native-born, and all but one had native-born parents”.

"A majority of those were Jews, 
although no newspaper dares to print thd story. . . 

SPECIAL-^-You may find this a little hard to stomach, 
but practically every time a piece of Comhtunist literature 
goes into the U.S. mails (and millions 6f pieces go in 
monthly) you foot part of the postage bill. That's because 
most Communist propaganda is mailed 6ut under either 
second or third class permits at ,a preferred postal rate — 
actually below cost. The practice is not lifaited to domestic 
Communist literature; even the Iron Curiam countries are 
taking out third class permits in order to cut down on 
their postage bills — at your expense. The legation of 
Communist Hungary, for example, mails out bales of 
Communist propaganda under permit number 9457, Wash- 
ington, D.C. (Incidentally, Congress passed a, bill more 
than five Years ago requiring Communist propaganda to 
be labeled, “Dissimulated by a Communist Organization”. 
But the Postal Department for some Strange reason has 
never enforced it.) 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The Justice Department re- 
ports that for the year just past a total of 82 criminals 
were executed in the United States. Of these, 81 were 
convicted of rape and/or murder, and one for armed 
robbery. It is interesting to note that although Negroes 
constitute only 10% of the U.S. population, they accounted 
for more than half (43) of the aboye total. On a per capita 
. _ basis, .that indicates, the murder-raue .rate .is. .better, .than. . 
nine times as high among Negroes a£ whites. To state it 
another way, this nation's 16 millioh Negroes are com- 
mitting more crimes in these categories than are the 135 
million whites. . .

ALIEN MINORITIES AND MONGRETJZA TION

The chart shows the comparative crime rates 
of Negroes and whites on a per capita basis. The 
chart is based on statistics taken from the FBI 
‘‘Uniform Crime Report for 1949.” 

As the* chart indicates, the per capita crime rate 
is vastly greater for negroes than for whites. The 
incidence of rape, for example, is 400% higher 
among Negroes than whites. For' murder the fig- 
ure is 750%. Other crimes yield a similar ratio. 

While the bleeding-heart set readily acknowl- 
edge these facts to be true, they are quick to point 
out that the high Negro crime rate is attributable 
to the depressed living standards of Negroes. Ac- 
cording to this line of reasoning, the Negro crime 
rate is merely a reflection of inferior economic 
opportunity. 

* This is not a very good argument, however, be- 
cause st atistic s sh ow crime to be far more preva- 
lent amSng Negroes nTjffie '^ Nog 
(where they^^'Py^fBl^fl^lT^fiTigh standards of 
living) — than it is in the South. In other words, 
a higher living standard does not decrease Negro 
crime ; rather it increases it.

THE RACIAL PROBLEM 

Actually, the long-unsolved racial problem in 
the United States: the unconstitutional decision 
of the One World political hacks on our Supreme

race-mixing. Warren’s new mis- 
sion, it would seem, is to extend 
California’s race-mixing program 
to all the 48 states. . . - 

Although several states, includ- 
ing California, have long main- 
tained interracial schools, 21 states 
and the District of Columbia have 
continued to segregate Negroes 
and whites. It is on these states 
that the real impact of the Court’s 
radical decision will fall, because 
they contain a substantial major- 
ity of the nation’s entire Negro 
population. The population of 
Mississippi, for example, is about 
half white and half Negro. In the 
District of Columbia, which Eisen- 
hower has fatuously designated as 
a “pilot model” for the various 
states to emulate, 57% of the stu- 
dents enrolled in public schools 
are Negro while only 43% are 
white. 

ULTIMATE EFFECT 

The ultimate effect of the Su- 
preme court’s ruling against seg- 
regated schools will not, however, 
be apparent for many years. The 
process of mixing whites and Ne- 
groes in the classroom may, as a 
matter of fact, be relatively slow 
in many cases. 

The real damage will be done 
on the psychological front. The 
child will be conditioned at first 
to accept the mere presence of 
Negro students in the classroom. 
Later he will be taught that all 
races are equal in ability and 
intellectual capacity and that there 
is no essential difference between 
the various racial groups. He will 
be inoculated against the evils of 
“bias” and “prejudice”, and train- 
ed to look upon any manifestation 
of racial pride or consciousness as 
anti-social, if not criminal. . . 

BRAINWASH 

Only when this process of brain- 
washing is far enough along will 
the student be introduced to the 
joys of interracial social activities. 
Needless to say, it is only a step 
from there to interracial love- 
making and marriage, and as a 
matter of fact the legal barriers 
against interracial marriages have 
already been obliterated in some 
states. And if all this seems far- 
fetched and over imaginative, it 
should be remembered that this 
very thing has already occurred 
in some states, as' the photographs 
of Los Angeles City' College will 
attest. . .

SILENT REVOLUTION 

This, incidentally, is but the 
latest of a series of court victories 
achieved by the radical, trouble- 
making NAACP — victories which 
have brbught about a “silent revo- 
lution” in race relations in this 
country within the past decade. 

The NAACP’s most notable vic- 
tory previous to the school segre- 
gation case was, of course, the 
ruling under which the Supreme 
Court outlawed restrictive cove- 
nants, thus making it possible for 
Negroes to force their way into 
previously all-white neighborhoods. 

The NAACP won another out- 
standing victory when it obtained 
a .Supreme Court ruling which 
compels Washington D.C. restau- 
rants and hotels to cater to Ne- 
groes — a precedent which is bound 
to be applied elsewhere as time 
goes on. 

In other Supreme Court cases 
the NAACP won decisions which 
insure Negroes the “right” to at- 
tend white universities and to 
ride with whites in public con- 
veyances. . . 

There have been other similar 
cases. In each instance it was the 
NAACP bringing suit; in each 
case the Supreme Court either up- 
held obscure and little known 
anti-segregation laws, or it out- 
lawed statutes under which seg- 
regation was enforced. 

OTHER VICTORIES 

The NAACP has also advanced 
the “silent revolution” with the 
help of the executive branch of 
the government. Its greatest vic- 
tory in this field was the “inte- 
gration” of Negroes and whites in 
the Armed Forces. Under the “in-

BEHIND N.A.A.C.P. 

This brings us to the question 
as to what the NAACP’s ultimate 
objective really is. This is impor- 
tant because we know from past 
experience the NAACP no sooner 
wins a concession than it makes 
new and even more extreme de- 
mands, each victory is followed 
by new agitation. It is appropriate, 
therefore, to examine the NAACP’s 
program, in some detail. 

■ iEWISH LEADERSHIP

In recent 
yearsr these affairs have to an Increasing 
extent assumed an interracia l flavor, and 

white residential neighborhoods 
until the “black belt” and the all 
white neighborhood are merged 
and thus cease to exist as such.

The ‘picture below , which shows Negro soldiers at Fort MoClellan, Alabama 
embracing and kissing white WACs at an inter-racial dance on the base, goes a 
long way toward explaining why the Armed Services are having so much trouble 
with re-enlistments.

T-l, who has furnished reliable information in the 
past, advised on June 18, 1956, that "The American Nationalist" 
is a monthly four-page publication edited by PRANK L. BRITTON 
and published by The American Nationalist, Box 301* Inglewood, 
California, which is owned and operated by BRITTON. T-l said 
that BRITTON has opposed Communism, racial integration and 
related movements which he ascribes to Jewish initiative, in 
his speeches and writings and offers for sale booklets and 
pamphlets on such topics. T-l said that in view of his expressed 
views BRITTON has been labeled an "anti-Semite" and "hate monger." 

BACKGROUND INFORMATION 

The "California Jewish Voice" newspaper, a weekly 
newspaper published in Los Angeles, California, which reports 
mainly information of interest to the Jewish community in the 
Los Angeles area, contains an article on page 5 of its issue 
dated May 29* 1953* entitled "A Hate-Pamphleteer Dedicates His 
Commodity to Rival Dispensers." This article states, in part:

" Frank Britton of Hawthorne, California, is a 
young hero-worshipper studying to become a hero. 

Britton's current idols are of a peculiar stip e for 
an American not quite 33 years old, a veteran of 
World War II and a former student at the University 
of Southern California. They include: 

"'The magnificent Gerald L. K. Smith, funder 
and leader of the Christian. Nationalist Movement.... 

"These descriptions of Britton's -heroes — sort of 
a Who's Who in American anti-Semitism — are in his own 
words. They appear in one of Britton’s most success- 
ful publications, Atom Treason, which is 'respectfully 
dedicated to the redo u tab le company of men and women 
who have had the courage to make their stand for 
Christian Nationalism. ’ 

"Atom Treason is a 24-page booklet which charges 
that communism is Jewish, that Jewish scientists 
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LA 100-44603 

"supplied Russia with atomic secrets, and that the 
1 Jew-ridden ’ Atomic Energy Commission sabotaged the 
nation's H-Bomb program. 

"Britton soon found that his subject matter 
and dedication were good ones for a fledgling hate- 
peddler struggling to get ahead. The pamphlet paid 
off. Gerald L. K. Smith, in 1951, gave Britton 
about $925 for literature, an amount to cover the 
cost of approximately 10,000 copies of Atom Treason. 

A healthy circulation figure for a new man in the 
field. 

"Britton's next in his series of booklets was 
called Hollywood Treason, which he advertised as an 
exposure of ’ Jew-Communists * in the film industry. 

This, too, was extensively distributed by Gerald 
Smith. Further, Britton has appeared at Christian 
Nationalist meetings at Los Angeles ‘ Embassy 
Auditorium, once sharing the platform with Smith 
himself. In the netherland of the bigot, this is 
a mark of distinction... 

"...There are, of course, many more professional 
anti-Semites in the country. Once Britton establishes 
contact with them and feels that they can help sell, 
his pamphlets — he ’ s still young at the trade--he will 
presumably dedicate subsequent volumes to additional 
heroes . 

"Britton's career as a professional anti-Semite 
began in 1950 while he was still a student at the 
University of Southern California. There he distributed 
anti-Semitic leaflets which won high praise from 
Wesley Swift, of Ku Klux Klan fame, who for a while 
made Britton his protege. 

"After publication of the two Treason pamphlets, 
Britton came up with a new anti-Semitic 'expose , 1 a 
96-page booklet. Behind Communism, which he published 
in the summer of 1952. This has been sold around the 
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country by the bigoted faithful for a dollar a copy. 
Itj too, stresses^ the Jewish-Zionist-Communist 
equation. 

"An ambitions, striving man, Britton decided to 
form his own patriotic' movement in September 1952 
by sending out invitations for a meeting of his 
1 great new organization * aimed at combatting the 'Jew 
Marxist* program of world conquest. The invitation 
appeared on the reverse side of a *Buy Gentile’ flyer 
which he had been distributing in the Los Angeles area. 

"The meeting was a dud. About 200 people appeared 
at the Embassy Hall to hear Britton charge that the 
nation’s ills were attributable to ’immigrant Jew- 
Communist s, ' that ?Jew agitators’ were exploiting the 
American Negro. Very little money was collected and 
the organization — called The New Confederates — 
died in its infancy. 

"Britton has other irons in the fire. One of 
them is his ’fortnightly’ publication. The American 
Nationalist, started in December 1952. Its content 
is similar to that of many other anti-Semitic publica- 
tions. ’Alien Jews Monopolize U.S. Airwaves, ‘ ’jews 
Sabotage McCarran Act’ are some of its headlines. In 
common with other anti-Semites, Britton is now busy 
making a case that Communist anti-Semitism is just a 
tribal row’ between ’Communist Jews’ and ’Zionist 
Jews.’ 

"But Britton’s printed material has one 
distinction. Unlike most professional bigots, Britton 
has the advantage of a college education. He may even 
have studied journalism. His products are technically 
better, more polished than most. He makes judicious 
use of color, of two-page layouts, for maximum reader 
appeal. His Treason pamphlets — vicious and full of 
distortions— are readable and physically attractive. 

"It may be wrong to impute that money is the 
only goal of Prank Britton’s endeavors. There are 
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"probably psychic reasons why the young man is so 
filled with hatred. His hero-worship is one thing % 
his desire to become a hero in his own right is some- 
thing else again. Frank Britton is a very small man — 
about five feet four inches — and that, a psychiatrist 
might say, has something to do with his big ideas." 


T-2, who has furnished reliable information in the 
past, advised on November 25, 1953* that FRANK L. BRITTON'S 
business address was 11146 Hawthorne Boulevard, Hawthorne, 
California. He said that the general tenor of BRITTON'S 
publication, "The American Nationalist, " is that the Jews are 
taking over the United States and that in effect Jews and 
Communists are synonymous. He said that the United States Post 
Office Department has contended that there is nothing that can 
be done to bar "The American Nationalist" from the mails.

The Los Angeles "Mirror-News" newspaper contains an 
article by RICHA RD C y BERGHOL Z , its political editor, entitled 
"Hate Merchants Spqjjft' Fascism, " in its issue dated January 18, 
1955 (Part I, page 8). This article states, in part: 


"... Frank L. Britton. . .publishes the American 
Nationalist, a monthly news sheet, and has written 
a number of books and pamphlets. 


"This 34-year-old former SC student now confines 
his activities pretty much to writing — largely about 
Jews and Negroes. He got a big buildup from the old 
master. Smith, at some local meetings in 1952. But 
when Britton apparently decided to strike out for 
himself as a speaker and organizer. Smith pulled the 
rug and ordered the faithful to shun this young 
upstart .

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help which had appeared in a local newspaper and that she was 
subsequently interviewed by FRANK L. BRITTON at his residence, 
646 Cedar Avenue, Hawthorne, on April 23, 1956. She said that 
during her interview with BRITTON he referred to himself as an 
editor and publisher of a "political paper" with his office 
located at 11146^ Hawthorne Boulevard, Hawthorne. She said 
that BRITTON told her that he desired to employ someone "com- 
pletely neutral" in his political views and that if she were 
employed stuffing envelopes" she should not give out any 
information regarding subscribers or the operations of his 
paper. . She said that he claimed his "paper" covered racial 
segregation issues and recent hearings of the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities . 


The Los Angeles office of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation received via mail from an anonymous individual 
on May 14, 1956, a copy of "The American Nationalist, " Volume 4, 
number 43, along with a printed leaflet captioned "AN EXPLANATION: 
WH5T WE MISSED THE APRIL ISSUE." This leaflet states, in part: 


"Dear Friend & Patriot :- 


'Because of a severe shortage of funds, we were 
not able to get the April issue of the American 
' Nationalist out . However, we are getting the May 
issue into the mail ahead of schedule, and we hope 
this will at least partly compensate for the missing 
issue. 


Since our paper is. not a commercial enterprise, 
but is subsidized almost entirely by contributions 
from our readers and subscribers, we frequently find 
ourselves scraping the bottom of the barrel to keep 
things going — and sometimes even that doesn't 
suffice .... 

_ " . . .Due to our limited resources we cannot 
possibly hope within the foreseeable future to reach 
the general public with effective mailings, but we 
can get literature to the opinion makers of the 
nation: to newspaper editors, clergymen, school 
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"teachers, elected officials and others who are the 
real makers of American public opinion. All in all 
they number several hundred thousand and it is our 
job to reach them. 

"This month, for example, we are trying: to 
reach as many colleges as possible. There are about 
2000 of them, and simple arithmetic shows that if only 
a few key officials at each are covered, it runs into 
a mailing of many thousands. We are also covering 
about a fourth of the state legislatures this month — 
with about 2000 members. Over 2,500 newspaper editors 
will receive our paper and other literature this 
month. So will every member of Congress, plus 
thousands of other individuals. 

"We have hundreds of thousands of these key 
people lined up for literature. There are over 

225.000 school teachers, 14,000 American Legion Posts, 

20.000 newspaper editors, 128,000 clergymen and 7000 
state legislators whom we would like to reach. All 
this takes money, time and a tremendous amount of 
work, and because our funds are so limited it will 
take us a long time to accomplish the job. But as 
you can see, it is a job which must be done... 

"This will give you a rough idea of some of the 
work we are trying to do, and it will also indicate 
to you why we need your support to continue. You 
must understand that your gifts and contributions are 
the only thing that sustains this work. We have no 
rich supporters, no wealthy financial angels, no 
hidden backers. We need your contribution, whether 
it be for $1.00 or $20.00 or more, to buy postage, 
to pay for ink and paper and secretarial help and a 
multitude of other expenses involved in this work. 

Every dollar you can spare' is needed l Will you 
please help us in this great crusade for America?

"’Early in December 1952’, stated the ’Telegraph* 
article, ’the first issue of the American Nationalist was 
published. In January 1 95U Britton received a $5 00 award 
from the Arab League for his reports on the Kibya incident 
which were printed in his paper. The article had been written 
by Omar Haliq of the Arab League and sent to Britton for

"Subsequent investigation showed that the Court f s 
eight ‘modern authorities* were, to say the least, highly 
suspect as experts on the U. S. Constitution — or anything 
else. One had ten Communist front citations to his record? 
another had 18 red front affiliations. A third was an 
employee, of the National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACP)— the chief litigant in the case. 

A fourth was an official of the American Jewish Congress, 
likewise a participant in the case.

"In practically every Southern state there have been 
shootings, bombings and beatings. A riot broke out two months 
ago at the University of Alabama at Tuscaloosa when a Negress 
attempted to enroll.
